Louis political leaders told the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday. 

They reported that many al- 
dermen, still smarting under 
previous defeats at the hands of 
the Mayor, sought to discredit 
Tucker by trying to make it ap- 


pear that he was the principal | 


advocate and personally respon- 
sible for proposals to increase 
city property, cigarette and 
gasoline taxes. 

Under the aldermanic scheme, 
it was said, an attempt would 
be made to tie the tax increase 
proposals into their campaign 


against the new charter, which | : 


many aldermen are anxfous to 


beat because the proposed 7-7-1 E 


plan for the new Board of Al- 
dermen would cost at least half 
of them their jobs. 

As a result, the aldermen 
killed the tax measures, which 
had been recommended by the 
Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment to raise $5,300,000 a 
year in additional municipal 
revenue to finance increased 
city costs. 

Budget Stalled. 

This, in turn, has stalled 
passage of the $59,000,000 city 
budget and left city depart- 
ments without definite authori- 
vation for expenditures. To meet 
this situation, the Board of Es- 
timate has called upon city of- 
ficials to cut back expenditures 
pending settlement of the con- 
troversy. 


One veteran Democratic 


party leader, who indicated 
he might support the new char- 
ter, said he thought the ‘effort 
to discredit Mayor Tucker had 
backfired. 

“They really bungled it,” he 
declared. “All they did was to 
take the Mayor off the hook, 
and put themselves on the 
spot.” 

This party leader said it is 
now up to the Board of Alder- 
men to find a solution, "and 
whatever they do, it will not be 
popular.” The aldermen, he ex- 

lained, must either cut the 

dget to meet anticipated rev- 
enues, or levy some new taxes 
of their own to raise the money 
needed to finance the budget 
in full. 

Oppose Cutting Services. 

He said most aldermen favor 
the $59,000,000 budget recom- 
mended by the Board of Esti- 
mate, and would dislike cutting 
off any existing service. Cut- 
ting services probably would 
mean elimination of city jobs, 
thus alienating voters. 

The Mayor, in a politically 
astute move, has taken advan- 
tage of the situation by assert- 
ing the entire responsibility for 
either unpopular course now 
rests with the aldermen, it was 
pointed out. 

After the budget and tax 
bills were presented to the al- 
dermen for action, it was 
planned to blame the Mayor for 
all new levies. In the charter 
campaign, the opposing alder- 
men proposed to raise the cry 
that the new charter would 
create a strong mayor type of 
government, and that more tax 
increases could be expected if 
the voters approved the charter.

This has already 
delayed the opening of city-op- 
erated swimming pools and 
playgrounds, and probably will 
require reductions in street re- 
pairs, street cleaning and traf- 
fic handling. 

Estimate Board Proposals. 

The Estimate Board had pro- 
posed that $5,300,000 in addi- 
tional revenue be raised by in- 
creasing the tax on property 
by 14 cents on each $100 of 
assessed valuation; by increas- 
ing the tax on cigarettes from 
2 cents to 3 cents a package, 
and by increasing the tax on 
gasoline from 1 cent to 3 cents 
per gallon. 

These measures were voted 
down by the aldermen, who 
proposed instead that the tax 
on the gross receipts of public 
utilities be increased from 5 
per cent to 10 per cent. These 
were vetoed by Mayor Raymond 
R. Tucker, who expressed 
doubts as to their legality. The 
vetoes were sustained by the 
board, 

This series of actions left the 
city with no additional revenue, 
although its costs had been in- 
creased by $5,300,000, principal- 
ly to pay for salary increases 
voted by the Missouri Legis- 
lature and to pay for improved 
hospital care for the city’s in- 
digent. 

Pending in the board are bills 
introduced by Alderman Alfred 
I. Harris (Dem.), Twenty-second 
Ward, to raise $3,000,000 by in- 
creasing the ‘taxes on mer- 
chants and manufacturers.

An increase in REA interest 
rates at this time would ‘‘seri- 
ously” handicap the rural co- 
ops and force them to turn to 
the private utilities for power 
at higher cost, the N.R.E.C.A. 
believes. Implicit in this argu- 
ment is the long-standing feel- 
ing that the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration does not look with par- 
ticular favor on the rural elec- 
tric co-op program. 

Committee Report. 

In a report last June, the 
Democratic majority of the 
House Government Operations 
Committee charged that the 
Administration was attempting 
to destroy federal power pro- 
grams set up by law. 

In the Southwest, the report 
said, the Department of the In- 
terior has been trying to end 
the partnership between the 
| Southwestern Power Adminis- 
| tration and rural electric co-ops 
_and thus force the co-ops into 
‘relying on neighboring private 
| power companies for their pow- 
'er supply. 
| Rural electric co-ops, which 
carry electricity to farms for 
home use and mechanized farm- 
ing operations, have “one of the 
finest repayment records (on 
their government loans) in the 
history of American financing,” 
the N.R.E.C.A. has said. 

Of the $3,000,000,000  bor- 
rowed by 
$450,241,415 of principal and 
$275,347,019 in interest have 
been paid back. In addition, 
co-ops have paid the Govern- 
ment $104,700,000 more on the 
principal in advance of repay- 
ment schedules. The REA 
loans are for 35 years. 

Other Programs Affected. 

Nor is the rural electrifica- 
tion program the only one that

President Eisenhower is no 
longer receiving regular weekly 
doses of the anti-coagulant drug 
prescribed by his doctors after 
his heart attack, White House 
Press Secretary James C. 
Hagerty disclosed today. 

In response to questions by 


the Post-Dispatch, Hagerty said 
the physicians discontinued reg- 
ular use of the drug about a 
month ago. Mr. Eisenhower had 
been getting 


given the drug only “very in- 

termittently,” Hagerty added. 
Asked if this meant the doc- 

tors now believe the danger of 


Hagerty said, “I'm not going to 
answer that.” 

The anti-coagulant thins the 
blood and is given to some 
heart patients to prevent blood 
clotting. 

Mr. Eisenhower began receiv- 


fering a heart attack on Sept. 
24, 1955. The doses were given 
three times weekly at first, 
then twice a week and finally 
once a week. Hagerty said he. 
did not know whether the Pres- | 
ident was now receiving any 
other medication. 

A year ago today—on June 8, 
1956 — Mr. Eisenhower was 
taken to Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center in Washington 
suffering from an acute attack 
of fleitis. An emergency opera- 
tion was performed early on 
the morning of June 9. 

Hagerty said the President 
was at his desk at 7:45 a.m. to- 
day. Shortly after 11 a.m. he 
went to Burning Tree Club in 
nearby Maryland, where he 
played a round of golf in a 
drizzle. Hagerty said Mr. Els- 
enhower’s weight is now 172% 
pounds, the level his doctors 
consider desirable.

ON COMPETITIVE

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y,, 


June 8 (UP)—Atomic power is 


expected to compete in cost with 
more conventional power in the 
United States between 1965 and 
1970, says a United Nations re- 
port released tonight. 

Some 18 new nuclear plants 


to produce electricity are sched- 
uled to be in operation in at 
least six countries by 1962, it 
is reported in a survey prepared 
for by the U.N. Economie and 
Social Council, which meets at 
Geneva-July 2. 

One is scheduled to go inte 
Joperation in Brazil in 1961, one 
in Canada in 1959, one in France 
in 1959, one in Britain in 196le 
62, two in Russia at indefinite 
dates and 12 in the United 
States and Alaska between 1957 


_pand 1962. 


The report notes that nuclear 
plants contemplated for the near 
future may require twice as 
much investment per kilowatt 
as conventional steam plants, 
but perhaps not so much as 
hydroelectric plants. Mainte- 
nance costs in the earlier atomie 
plants will be “somewhat 
higher” than in conventional 
generating systems. 

‘Fast Breeder’ Reactors. 

As for fuel, the report notes 
that in some reactors now un- 
der construction, one ton of 
uranium will produce the heat 
equivalent of 10,000 tons of 
coal. Using “fast breeder” re- 
actors in the future, it is hoped 
that one ton of uranium will 
give as much heat as 1,000,000 
tons of coal. 

The report was based largely 
on information provided by the 
atomic powers—the United 
States, Russia, Britain, France 
and Canada, 

The United States listed the 
capacity of reactors under con- 
struction or authorized as rang- 
ing from 10,000 to 275,000 kilo- 
watt capacity. 

Russia reported that it is 
planning plants with a a mage 4 
of 2000 ~ oe , 
well as four experimen 
er stations of 5000 to 70,000 
kilowatts. 

Canada expects that by 196 
stations of 100,000 to 200, 
kilowatts will provide a reliable 
source of power at competitive 


cost. 

Britain plans a 150,000-kilo- 
watt station scheduled for com- 
pletion in 1961-62 and report 
ed that the country is now 
ready to export reactors in the 
100,000-200,000-kilowatt range 
on a commercial basis. 

Two Planned for Franca. 

France plans two a 
generators, one of 60,000 
watts and the other of 
000-kilowatt capacity. 

A major factor in atomie 
power development is whether 
the need for electricity resour~ 
ces outweighs the higher cost 
of nuclear production.

CHICAGO, June 8 (AP)—A 
judge today ordered American 
citizenship stripped from Paul 
(the Waiter) Ricca, longtime 
leader of the Capone syndicate. 

United States District Judge 
Walter J. LaBuy ruled that 
Ricca had obtained citizenship 
under false pretenses. He di- 
rected federal attorneys to 
bring in a revocation decree 
within 10 days. That would be 
the first step toward deporting 
Ricca to his native Italy. 

Ricca, 59 years old, once re- 


erful men in Chicago's gang- 
land, made no defense. The 
judge ordered Ricca to present 
within 10 days reasons why he 
should not be cited for con- 
tempt for refusing to answer 
questions in a deposition be- 
fore the recent trial of his 
case. 

Judge LaBuy stated the Gov- 
‘ernment had proved its two 
basic points: that Ricca’s real 
name is De Lucia and that he 
falsely used the name Paul 
Maglio in entering this country 
and in applying for citizenship. 
Ricca became a citizen Sept. 
27, 1928. 

Ricca was indicted by a fed- 
eral grand jury in March on a 
charge of evading $128,346 in 
income taxes for 1948, 1949 and 
1950. 

Ricca, who was a lieutenant 
to Al Capone, was sentenced to 
10 years in prison in 1943 for 
his part in a conspiracy to ex- 
tort more than $1,000,000 from 
the movie industry. He and two 
colleagues were paroled after 
they had served one third of 
their terms. 

The Government’s version of 
the background of the citizen- 
ship case was this: Ricca’s real 
name is Felice de Lucia. He was 
convicted May 18, 1917, in Na- 
ples of “voluntary homicide.” 
In 1924 he was convicted in 
absentia of another “voluntary 
homicide.” 

Ricca came to the United 
States in 1920 using the name 
of Paul Maglio. In his 1928 ap- 
plication for citizenship he 
omitted any mention of the kill- 
ings of which he had been con- 
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rings “lock to- 
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victed.

slowly between the two col- 
umns of anchored ships. 

The international naval re- 
view is part of this year’s 350th 
anniversary of the founding of 
Jamestown. 

Third Review in U.S. 


It will be the third interna- 
tional naval review held in the 
United States. In 1893 Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland re- 
viewed 35 warships of eight 
nations assembled in the Hud- 
son river at New York. In 1907 
in Hampton Roards, President 
Theodore Roosevelt reviewed 
50 warships of seven nations. 


Naval and Jamestown festival 
officials had hoped President 
Eisenhower would see this 
year’s review, but he designated 
Secretary of Defense Charles E. 
Wilson to watch it “because I 
simply can’t fit a trip to Nor- 
folk into my already overcrowd- 
ed schedule for that period.” 

Wilson will be aboard the 
Canberra with Adm. Jerauld 
Wright, commander in chief of 
the Atlantic Fleet. The other 
reviewing ships will be the 
guided missile cruiser Boston, 
which will carry Secretary of 
the Navy Thomas 8. Gates, and | 
the tactical command ship | 
Northampton, which will carry | 
Adm. Arleigh A. Burke, chief | 
of naval operations. | 

Twenty-seven foreign nations | 
were invited to send ships. 
Seventeen accepted and sent 33 
ships. e United States Navy 
will be represented by 60 ships. 

Countries Represente«. 


Foreign nations that sent 
ships are Italy, The Nether- 
lands, Spain, France, Belgium, 
Portugal, Great Britain, Den- 
mark, Norway, Turkey, Canada, 
Venezuela, Cuba, Uruguay, | 
Peru, Colombia and Dominican | 
Republic. 


The ships in the review will 
range from the United States 
Navy's carrier Saratoga and 
Britain's carrier Ark Royal and 
the French cruiser De Grasse to 
Belgium's minesweepers Truf- 
faut and Bovesse. There will 
be destroyers, frigates, subma- 
raines and two battleships, the 
Wisconsin and the Iowa. The 
Atlantic Fleet, just to swell the 
total number a bit, will throw 
in 18 minesweepers and 10 
auxiliaries, a salvage vessel and 
a fleet tug. 

After the three reviewing 
ships reach the end of the dou- 
ble column near Cape Henry 
and start back toward Hampton 
Roads, Navy and Marine avi- 
ators will spread a canopy over 
the area with 102 jets, 87 pro- 
peller-driven planes, 12 helicop- 
ters and four blimps. 

The Blue Angels, the Navy's 
precision flying team, will put 
on a demonstration.

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Supreme Court vs. the du Ponts 
Decision Opens Up Big Area of Anti-Monopoly Action 


Impact of Decision Written by Justice William J. 
Brennan Jr.—Government Could Follow With Other 
Prosecutions Aimed at ‘The Curse of Bigness’— 
Minority of Court in Sharp Disagreement.

WASHINGTON, June 8. 


LARGE, undefined area of anti-monopoly prosecution was opened to 

the Government by the Supreme Court’s four-to-two decision this week 

that the du Pont interests had violated the Clayton Act by their 23 per 
eent holdings in the General Motors Corporation. 


The 22-page majority opinion, written 
by Justice William J. Brennan Jr., reversed 
the 220-page decision of United States 
Judge Walter J. La Buy of Chicago in 
1954 that under his review of the volu- 
minous record and hig interpretation of 
the Sherman and Clayton anti-monopoly 
laws the du Pont interests could not be 
compelled to divest themselves of their 
shares in General Motors and the United 
States Rubber Co. 


The La Buy decision was so completely 
in favor of the du Ponts and by implica- 
tion in favor of great business combina- 
tions that the Department of Justice de- 
layed a considerable time before appeal- 
ing it to the highest court. Had it been 
allowed to stand unchallenged, it would 
have been a judicial sanction of more and 
bigger mergers. Its reversal is being. 
interpreted by anti-trust lawyers and 
congressional anti-trust advocates as con- 
ferring new, broad powers on the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the Federal Trade 
Commission to curb what the late Justice 
Louis D. Brandeis called “the curse of 
bigness.” 

ee ee 

THE SWEEP of the court's decision was 
indicated by these words: 

“We hold that any acquisition by one 
corporation of all or any part of the stock 
of another, competitor or not, is within 
reach of the (seventh) section (of the 
Clayton Act).” 

The opinion also said: 

“The section is violated whether or not 
actual restraints or monopolies or the 
substantial lessening of competition have 
eccurred or are intended.” 


The minority opinion, written by Jus- 
tice Harold H. Burton with the con- 
eurrence of Justice Felix Frankfurter, 
interpreted the majority decisions as 
meaning: 

“All that is required, if this case is 
te be our guide, is that some court in 
some future time may be persuaded 
that a ‘reasonable probability’ then ex- 
ists that an advantage over competitors 
in a narrowly construed market may be 
obtained as a result of the stock inter- 
est.” 

The Brennan opinion apparently estab- 
lished at least two important precedents: 

1, That section 7 of the Clayton Act 
ean be applied to non-competitive busi- 
ness firms in what is technically known 
as a “vertical” acquisition of control or 
undue influence, such as, in this case, the 
supplier over a customer, as compared 
with a “horizontal” acquisition of a com- 
peting firm. The latter category is spe- 
cifically covered by the law. 

2. That the law can be applied retro- 
actively a long time after the acquisition 
of control or undue influence if it can 
be proved that at the time the suit is filed 
there is a “reasonable probability” that 
the acquisition is “likely” to result in 
condemned restraints on commerce. 

“It is not requisite to the proof of a 
violation of section 7 to show that re- 
straint or monopoly was intended,” the 
majority opinion said. 

The minority opinion condemned these 
two points in the majority opinion and 
criticized two others: 

1. The court’s definition of the “rele- 
vant market,” which emphasized the per- 
centage of sales, mostly paints and fabric, 
by the E. I. du Pont de Nemours Co. to 
the automobile industry while the minor- 
ity said the relevant factor should be the 
percentage of such du Pont sales to its 
entire market. 

2. The court's failure to apply rule 52 
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of Justice anti-trust division 
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of approval from the Government that 
such acquisitions will not at that time 
violate the Clayton Act. If the minority 
interpretation of the decision is correct, 
however, an executive agency could not 
assure exemption from the statute at a 
later date if a court held that conditions 
had changed so there was a reasonable 
probability that there might be a restraint 
on commerce. 
¢* * 

THE BOUNDARIES of the new area 
opened to Government action will be 
defined to a large extent by later actions 
of the court and probably by congressional 
action. The case was sent back to the 
Chicago district with orders for “a deter- 
mination after further hearing of equitable 
relief necessary and appropriate in the 
public interest to eliminate the effects 
of the acquisition offensive to the statute.” 
The issue is so important that the lower 
court’s findings after a rehearing of the 
case are almost certain to be carried to 
the Supreme Court for final review. 

The Brennan opinion noted that under 
the Supreme Court's decision in the 
International Salt Co. case “the district. 
courts, in framing of equitable decrees, 
are clothed ‘with large discretion to model 
their judgments to fit the exigencies of 
the particular case.’” 

The Department of Justice had greatly 
modified its original charges against the 
du Pont interests by the time the case 
came to the Supreme Court. The anti- 
trust division began to work seriously 
on the case in 1947 and brought suit 
in 1949. The original charges included 
conspiracy by the parent chemical firm, 
the Christiana Holding Co. of the family, 
the Delaware Realty and Investment Co., 
and about 100 members of the du Pont 
family down to the children. In additian 
to General Motors, the charges alleged 
that the du Pont corporations and family 
had used their stock holding to influence 
purchases by the United States Rubber Co. 

Justice Tom C. Clark, then Attorney 
General, asserted that the case was “di- 
rected to the breaking up of the largest 
single concentration of economic power 
in the United States.” Justice Clark, 
because of his former connection with 
the suit, withdrew from participating in 
the Supreme Court consideration of the 
appeal. Justice John Marshall Harlan, 
who represented the du Pont family in 
the Chicago trial, also withdrew from 
the consideration. Justice Charles E. 
Whittaker was not a member of the 
highest court at the time of the hearing. 

Former Attorney General Clark's de- 
scription of the original case prompted 
a denial of the charges by Crawford H. 
Greenewalt, president of the du Pont 
company, who said: 

“From this statement, coupled with 
the mature of the specific charges, we 
cam only conclude that this suit arises 
from a determination by the Depart- 
ment of Justice te attack bigness in 
business as such.” 

“Bigness in business as such” is not 
mentioned in the La Buy or the Supreme 
Court decisions but the logical conse- 

quence of the highest court's action will

be surely to stop temporarily and perhaps 
permanently the present trend of mergers 
toward greater and greater concentration 
of economic and financial power. 

Aside from the purely legal aspect of 
the case, the record dramatically illus- 
trated the growth of American industry 
during the past 40 years. In 1917-19, 
the du Ponts, on the advice of their 
financial expert, John J. Raskob, invested 
$50,000,000 in General Motors, then in 
serious financial difficulties. This repre- 
sented 23 per cent of the General Motors 
stock. Today these holdings, because of 
stock splits, are worth around §2,750,- 
000,000. 

Raskob said the original investment 
would give the du Ponts a favored position 
with General Motors in the sale of du Pont 
products. One of the principal exhibits 
in Judge La Buy's court was a treasurer's 
report by Raskob to the du Pont finance 
committee: 


“Our interest in the General Motors 
Co. will undoubtedly secure for us the 
entire fabrikoid, pyralin (celluloid), paint 
and varnish business of those companies, 
which is a substantial factor.” 

This and supporting statements in the 
record were the basis for the majority 
finding: 


“This background of the acquisition, 
particularly the plain implications of the 
contemporaneous documents, destroy any 
basis for a conclusion that the purchase 
was made ‘solely for investment.’ More- 
over, immediately after the acquisition, 
du Pont's influence growing out of it was

Judge La Buy took a different view 
of the Raskob statement, observing that 
Raskob hopes had not been realized. He 
said that “on the basis of all the evidence 
of the record no agreement was made 
in connection with General Motors, or 
subsequently thereto, which bound the 
latter to buy any portion of its require- 
ments from du Pont.”

THE MAJORITY OPINION did not cite 
any specific “agreement” between the 
supplier and the customer and based its 
findings on the whole record. It said: 

“The fact that sticks out in this 
voluminous record is that the bulk of 
du Pont’s production has always sup- 
plied the largest part of the require- 
ments of the one customer in the 
automobile industry connected to du 
Pont by a stock interest. The inference 
is overwhelming that du Pont’s com- 
manding position was promoted by its 
stock interest and was not gained solely 
on competitive merit.” 

The opinion emphasized that it was 
not “requisite to the proof of a violation 
of section 7 to show that restraint or 
monopoly was intended.” It said: 

“The fact that all concerned in high 
executive posts in both companies acted 
honorably and fairly, each in the honest

OTTAWA, Canada, June 8. 


F OR the partnership that exists between Canada and the United States 
there are few precedents in history, In every field—national security, 

trade and commerce, resource development—the two countries work to- 
gether almost as though they were one. 


Pole three warning lines have been built 
complaint that the United States takes in partnership across Canada’s Arctic and 


sub-Arctic waste. Canada is completing 
construction of the mid-Canada line at 
a cost to the Ottawa government of 
$200,000,000. The Pine Tree line, of 
primary usefulness to the United States, 
runs along the forty-ninth parallel with 
its stations to detect bombers passing 
over the pole manned by United States 
Air Force personnel. 

The northernmost of these lines, the 
Distant Early Warning (DEW) line, has 
been hacked out of the Arctic wilderness 
against odds that only a few years ago 
were considered insurmountable. This is 
said to have cost the American Govern- 
ment at least a half billion dollars to 
date. Such is the hush-hush surrounding 
the DEW line that even members of 
Parliament—this secrecy is an election 
issue—complain that they cannot obtain 
the most rudimentary facts about this 
extraordinary project. The American 
blackout, even on facts that can have 
little or no relationship to security, is 
almost as complete. 


Now that these lines are virtually com- 
pleted and manned the next step pre 
sumably is to set up a fighter-interceptor 
command to knock down thé bombers 
detected by the incredibly warning 
system. Because of the d nee in 
resources between the big power and the 
small one the personnel of such a com- 
mand would be at least three to one if 
not four to one American to Canadian. 
And that would raise the familiar problem 
of large numbers of Americans on the 
soll of a sovereign nation; a situation 
causing friction and hostility in various 
parts of the world, Canadians have long 
demanded to know why Americans should 
man the warning stations while Canadian 
airmen and soldiers are stationed in 
Europe and Asia. 


It could be, of course, that the intro- 
duction in the near future of guided 
missiles will obviate the need for fighter- 
interceptor groups. 

An equally tough issue related to de 
fense and security may soon arise. 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulled has 
suggested that it may be possible to 
initiate an aerial inspection system,-in 
a first step disarmament agreement with 
Russia, in the Arctic area on both sides 
of the pole. This would be easier, he 
has said, than trying to work out such 
a system in Europe with all of Europe's 
political complications. But such an agree- 
ment would require Canada's co-operation 
since it would bring Soviet inspection 
planes over Canadian defense installations. 
Canada is a member of the five-power 
United Nations Disarmament Commission 
subcommittee that has resumed discussions 
in London with the cautious hope that 
after long negotiation a first step agree- 
ment may be reached.

ON THE ECONOMIC SIDE, $11,000,- 
000,000 in American capital has been 
poured into Canada in the last decade. 
While this is not large by American 
standards it has contributed mightily te 
the boom in this country of 16,000,000 
people. Canadians recognize that but at 
the same time they are worried lest 
American investors hold the controlling 


|| interest in major segments of the economy. 


Last year a total of $1,250,000,000 in 
foreign capital was invested in Canada, 
of which three-fourths was American, The 
same rate is continuing this year with 
the United States proportion even higher. 

Projects of fabulous scope are part 
of the total. The Trans-Canada Pipeline 
Co., an American concern, is spending

hundreds of millions of dollars te build 
a pipeline from the west te Ontario, 
The opposition raised an outcry in Par- 
liament when the Liberal Government 
agreed to subsidize the unprofitable part 
of the line up to $80,000,000, and the 
protest grew even louder when it was 
learned that a little group of insiders 
had made a stock killing of several 
millions as a result.

Other Cleveland interests headed 
by Cyrus Eaton have obtained a concession 
from the provincial Government of Quebee 
on Ungava bay and it promises, in fron 
and other minerals, to be even bigger 
than the Hanna project.

Responsible officials concerned over 
this wave of American capital believe 
the way to allay Canadian fears is to 
put more Canadians on beards of directors 
and in executive positions, to give Cana- 
dian subsidiaries of American firms 
greater autonomy and to establish research 
centers in Canada rather than all 
the research south of the border, 
draws off Canada's skilled brains.

is to see whether regulatory laws have in 
effect been “repealed” by the way they are 
administered. 

These agencies derive their authority from 
the power which the Constitution grants Con- 
gress—not the President—to regulate commerce, 
That function has grown so complex, with the 
growth of the country, that Congress cannot 
exercise it directly. So for a long time now 
Congress has regulated commerce through regu- 
latory agencies which are independent of the 
executive branch and responsible to the legisie- 
tive branch alone. Accordingly these agencies 
have sometimes been spoken of as constituting 
a fourth branch of government. 

It is not unusual for a President to want the 
regulatory commissions to reflect his point of 
view. Franklin Roosevelt sought te influence 
the complexion of the regulators a quarter cen- 
tury ago as Dwight Eisenhower is seeking to do 
it now. Because the President appoints the 
members of these commissions, he possesses a 
strong entering wedge. 

Under our system of checks and balances, it 
is the duty of Congress to resist the encroach- 
ment of the Executive branch on the regulatory 
agencies with every resource at its disposal. 

. + id 

In the four and a half years of Mr. Bisenhow- 
er’s presidency there has been a strong attri- 
tion of the regulatory agencies. The exodus 
of commission members has been so extensive 
as to suggest that something more than the ordi- 
nary turnover was in progress. Two incidents 
on the Interstate Commerce Commission alone 
disclosed White House aides trying to force 
members to retire or resign. In other instances 
members seemed to lose interest because of 
the frustrations of their position. 

In a surprisingly short time, President Eisen- 
hower had appointed a majority of the members 
of the Civil Service Commission, the Securities 
and Exchange Commission, and the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission—which, though not a regula- 
tory agency in the ordinary sense, exercises 
powerful regulatory effects in the electrical and 
chemical businesses. An abortive attempt was 
made to gain a Republican majority on the Tar- 
iff Commission by enlarging it. 

A trend to one-man rule of the agencies 
became evident, though they are supposed to 
be bipartisan and to benefit from the thinking 
of all their members, This trend was plainest 
in AEC. It began to appear also in the Fed- 
eral Power Commission and the Federal Trade 
Commission, to which—as in several other agen- 
cies—President Eisenhower had named men who 
had hitherto represented the businesses these 
agencies are supposed to regulate. SEC demon-’ 
strated an unprecedented one-man control—and 
subservience of that one man to the President— 
in the ill-renowned Dixon-Yates case. 

. - - 

The uneasy feeling has grown that the agen- 
cles were ceasing to hold at arm’s-length the 
businesses they are supposed to regulate. In 
the Dixon-Yates deal, SEC went so far as to 
become one of the authors of the arrangement 
on which it would later have to pass judgment. 

A preliminary investigation of the regulatory 
agencies was made by a select committee headed 
by Representative Joe L. Evins of Tennessee. 
Mr. Evins became convinced that the Hoover 
commission reform which enabled the President 
to name the chairmen of the SEC, FPC and FTC 
had proved unwise and should be revoked. 

The Moulder subcommittee now will take up 
where the Evins subcommittee left off. We hope 
the inquiry will be pursued to the very end 
and that a full program of recommendations for 
legislative action will follow. 

One of the most fundamental of the principles 
on which our country is built is at stake—the 
principle of the separation of powers. If the 
regulatory agencies were allowed to fall under 
the domination of the Presidency—any Presi- 
dency—the considerable powers they possess 
could soon cease to be instruments of even- 
handed justice and become weapons of partisan 
politics. 

That is why Congress must shake the Presi- 
dential grasp from the independent regulatory 
agencies from time to time, one of those times 
being the present.

propriate occasion to observe, for the Marshall 
Plan, as ERP soon came to be known, was one 
of the great strokes of American statecraft. 

The Marshall Plan transformed a chaotic and 
desperate Europe into the prosperous and self- 
confident continent of today. It broke the back 
of the Communist drive for power in Western 
Europe. Perhaps most significantly of all, it set 
afoot the movement for economic unity which 
is still slowly but surely binding Europe into a 
single integrated society. 

Why did the Marshall Plan succeed so spec- 
tacularly? Why was it adopted so overwhelming- 
ly by a Republican Congress with a Democrat in 
the White House? How did the American peo- 
ple come to respond so generously? 

Perhaps one element in the answer was the 


“that the United States should do what- 
ever it is able to do to assist in the return of 
normal economic health in the world, without 
which there ean be no political stability and no 
assured peace.” A few months later, after studies 
had been completed on both sides of the Atlan- 
tic, President Truman went to Congress and 
boldly asked for 17 billion dollars over a four- 
year period. It was absolutely essential, he 
said, that Congress appropriate 6.8 billions for 
the first 15 months; and Congress, under the 
powerful influence of the late Senator Vanden- 
berg of Michigan, did. 

To understand the magnitude of this national 
effort one need only recall that in 1947 the gross 
national product was 232 billions. Today the 
national economy is operating at a rate of 430 
billions, almost double that of 1047, yet Presi- 
dent Eisenhower is having great difficulty get- 
ting through Congress a foreign aid program of 
3.8 billions, most of which is military. 

The Marshall Plan cost 17 per cent of a 40 
billion dollar budget; foreign aid today repre 
sents 5 per cent of a 72 billion dollar budget—. 
and Congress rebels against it. 

We could use some of the Marshall Plan spirit 
today. Europe has recovered, but the underde- 
veloped countries of the world need help—eco- 
nomie and technical help primarily—to raise 
their living standards in circumstances that will 
permit free governments to survive. In a real 
sense the battle ground between freedom and 
Communism has shifted from Europe to the 
underdeveloped countries, but the free world is 
not responding as it did 10 years ago. 

Some of the daring and boldness that infused 
Secretary Marshall's famous speech at Harvard 
on June 5, 1947, would be useful indeed.

A. Carl Weber, chairman of the Chamber of 
Commerce civic sports committee, has dragged 
out the old chestnut about building a stadium 
on the Jefferson Memorial tract on the riverfront.

Jencks Case Reversed. 

Because this procedure was 
not followed in the prosecution 
of Jencks, the Supreme Court 
reversed his conviction of false- 
ly stating that he was not a 
member of the Communist par- 
ty, and ordered a new trial. 

The implications of the effect 
of the opinion on Government 

rosecutions, especially in those 
nstances where the Justice 
Department relies heavily on 
reports from undercover agents 
or paid informers, are disturb- 
ing to Government prosecutors 
throughout the land. The opin- 
ion apparently gives them only 
the alternatives of making the 
disclosures which the court re- 
gards as essential to proper de- 
fense or abandoning the prose- 
cution. 

None but the hardiest of the 
court’s critics has gone so far 
in hitting at the opinion as Jus- 
tice Tom C. Clark, who asserted 
in the lone dissent that unless 
Congress changed the rule set 
down by his fellow justices the 
Government intelligence agen- 
cies engaged in law enforce- 
ment “may as well close up 
shop, for the court has opened 
their files to the criminal and 
thus afforded him a Roman 
holiday for rummaging through 
confidential information as well 
as vital national secrets.” 

The Justice Department it- 
self has been officially silent on 
the opinion, delivered by Jus- 
tice William J. Brennan Jr., an 
Eisenhower appointee, and con- 
curred in by six other mem- 
bers of the high tribunal. Jus- 
tice Charles E. Whittaker did 
not participate. 

Justice Department Puzzled. 

Justice Department sources 
assert that the opinion is 
“something new and puzzling.” 
Its lawyers have under consid- 
eration a request from Senator 
James QO. Eastland (Dem.), Mis- 
sissippi, to draft legislation 
“for the purpose of protecting 
the confidential files of the 
FBI and other investigative 
agencies.” 

Eastland regards the impli- 
cations of the decision as 
“frightening,” and Senator Karl 
E. Mundt (Rep.), South Da- 
kota, who is not a lawyer, as- 
serted that the Supreme Court 
had set up barriers against 
prosecution of kidnapers and 
other criminals and demanded 
that Congress assert itself 
against the court in some unex- 
plained fashion. Representa- 
tive Kenneth B. Keating, New 
York, ranking Republican mem- 
ber of the House Judiciary 
Committee, demanded legisla- 
tion to guard the secrecy of in- 
vestigators’ files in court cases. 

Representative Francis E. 
Walter (Dem.), Pennsylvania, 
rushed in with a bill to amend 
the rules of administrative pro- 
cedure authorizing the Attorney 
General to withhold reports of 
the FBI and other investigative 
agencies when, in the Attorney 
General's opinion, disclosure 
would not be in the public in- 
terest. 

Senator Sam J. Ervin Jr. 
(Dem.), North Carolina, a for- 
mer judge of the superior court 
of his state, took the view, on 
the other hand, that “the court 
did the right thing.” 

Seven Other Cases. 

The Justice Department has 
seven cases similar to the Wil- 
liam Jencks case awaiting dis- 
position. Three involve similar 
convictions on appeal. Four 
are in the pre-trial motion 
stage. 


Chief Justice John Marshall 
dealt with a central issue pre- 
sented in the Jencks case in 
1804 when he sat as a special 
judge in the treason trial of 
Aaron Burr at Richmond, Va. 

President Thomas Jefferson, 
a bitter enemy of Burr, had or- 
dered him arrested and tried 
for treason partly on the basis 
of a letter Jefferson had re- 
ceived from Gen. James Wil- 
kenson, who told the President 
that Burr was raising an army 
to separate the western states 
from the union. 

Burr claimed the Wilkenson 
letter was material to his de- 
fense and asked the court to 
compel the President to pro- 
duce it. Chief Justice Marshall 
ruled that if the Chief Execu- 
tive had such a paper, which 
was not of an official nature, 
the President was in the same 
position before the court as any 
other citizen who had a docu- 
ment which might be required 
for Burr’s defense. He ruled 
that unless Jefferson could of- 
fer some compelling reason for 
not producing the document, 
then it should be handed over. 

The President pleaded no 
special reasons for withholding 
the letter and sent it to the 
court by courier after deleting 
some material he thought should 
not be made public. Burr was 
acquitted. 

Secret Reports Withheld. 
A key point raised by the 


ports was that there had been 


no showing of inconsistency be- | 


tween the testimony of the wit- 
nesses, Harvey Matusow and J. 
W. Ford, FBI informers, and the 
reports on Jencks’s alleged 
Communist activities they made 
to the FBI while the govern- 
ment was building its case. 

Chief Justice Marshall dealt 
with a similar situation in the 
Burr case in these words: 

“Now if a paper be in the 
possession of the opposite party, 
what statement of its contents 
or applicability can be expected 
from the person who claims its 
production, he not precisely 
knowing its contents? 

“It is objected that the par- 
ticular passages of the letter 
which are required are not 
pointed out. But how can this 
be done if the letter itself is 
withheld?” 

And he went on to say that 
“the trial judge cannot perceive 
or determine the relevancy and 
materiality of the document to 
the defense without hearing de- 
fense argument, after inspec- 
tion, as to its bearing on the 


case.” 

Point Made in Jencks Case. 

The court’s opinion in the 
Jencks case was equally direct 
on this point. It asserted that 
the crucial nature of the testi- 
mony of Matusow and Ford to 
the prosecution was conspicu- 
ously apparent and that the im- 
peachment of that testimony 
was singularly important to 
Jencks. The latter became espe- 
cially true, the court said, since 
both witnesses admitted that 
they could not remember what 
reports they made to the FBI 
about Jencks’s alleged Commu- 
nist activities were oral or 
written. 

Justice Brennan wrote: 

“Every experienced trial 
judge and lawyer knows the 
value for impeaching purposes 
of statements of the witnesses 
before time dulls treacherous 
memory. Flat contradiction be- 
tween the witness's testimony 
and the version of the events 
given in his reports is not the 
only test of inconsistency. The

THE LATEST BIOGRAPHY of 
George Bernard Shaw is written by 
Stephen Winsten who is described on 
the dust cover as a “friend of Shaw.” 
Whether Shaw reciprocated this friend- 
ship is questionable even though he evi- 
dently spent many hours with Winsten 
and must have known that Winsten in- 
tended to make use of material devel- 
oped during their conversations. What 
appears to be certain, however, is that 
Shaw took a dim view of Winsten’s 
reportorial accuracy. 

In a preceding book about his favorite 
subject called “Days With Bernard 
Shaw” Winsten quoted Shaw at length 
about a variety of subjects and described 
many incidents that occurred in and 
around Shaw’s country residence at Ayot 
Saint Lawrence. Shaw’s estimate of this 
book was disclosed in a letter to the 
London Times Literary Supplement. 


He wrote: “In hardly any passage in 
this book, so far as I have had time to 
examine it, has Mr. Winsten’s art not 
improved on bare fact and occurrence 
by adding the charm of his own style to 
the haphazard crudity of nature.” 


WHAT SHAW might have said about 
“Jesting Apostle” is, of course, a matter 
of conjecture. If Winsten’s estimate of 
Shaw is correct, however, Shaw could not 
have regarded him or anybody else as a 
friend for the simple reason that he was 
incapable of friendship. Winsten makes 
his conclusion quite evident in refer- 
ences to Shaw’s relationships with Mrs. 
Sidney Webb, H. G. Wells, William 
Archer, Mrs. Patrick Campbell and many 
others, And to clinch the matter Win- 
sten sums it up by saying: 

“Shaw had public friends whom he 
despised in private, private friends whom 
he disowned in public, useful friends

The Alanbrooke Diaries 


Most Intimate Picture of Winston Churchill at Work 


THE TURN OF THE TIDE, by Arthur 
Bryant. (Doubleday, 624 pgs., $6.95.) 
Reviewed by TOM YARBROUGH 


FIRST OF ALL, the title and the 
author’s name do not even suggest the 
scope of this work, which is a monu- 
mental addition to the shelf of books on 
World War II, based on the massive 
diaries of Britain’s No. 1 soldier, Field 
Marshal Lord Alanbrooke, and giving the 
most intimate picture the world yet has 
of Winston Churchill at work. 


Bryant, a historian in his own right, is 
the moderator and interlocutor, quoting 
the diaries in which Alanbrooke tells 
much about Churchill, The hero of the 
work is Alanbrooke, who is portrayed— 
with some self-portrayal—as the steady 
hand who kept the genius, Churchill, 
from going off the deep end with proj- 
ects for which the means were not at 
hand. The years covered are from 1939 
through 1943. The rest is to be dealt 
with in another volume. 

This book has stirred up a storm of 
controversy in Britain, and understand- 
ably so. The taking of sides is terrific, 
with Churchill himself saying nothing. 
Bryant has been accused of showing 
Churchill in a poor light—as an erratic 
and impetuous man who had to be 
clirbed. In a foreword to the: book, 
however, Alanbrooke foresees that he has 
painted with shadow as well as light and 
points to a diary entry in which he wrote: 
“He is quite the most wonderful man 
I have ever met... head and shoulders 
above all others.” 


IN TECHNIQUE of setting forth 
memoirs on the war this one is unusual. 
First, there are the diaries. Then, ex- 
tensive amplification of them 10 years 
later. And finally, Bryant's often 
lengthy passages weaving the parts to- 
gether and bringing the whole into per- 
spective. 

The over-all outstanding conclusion !s 
that Alanbrooke, who was Chief of the 
Imperial General Staff from December 
1941 on, as General Sir Alan Brooke (he 
telescoped the name on being made a 
viscount)—was the leading strategist of 
the war, insisting on what became the 
winning combination over the opposition 
not only of Churchill but of the Amer- 
ican and Russian leaders. Bryant and 
Alanbrooke do agree that others had a 
hand in the grand design and that the 
latter did not bring it off quite single- 
handedly, but there is nothing here to 


distract from his stature, which was not 
built up in the public mind during the 
war. 

That deficiency is hereby more than 
made up for. It is almost as if Bryant 
were saying, “Wait, here is a great man 
who has been overlooked.” 

In order to hold an audience for such 
a theme he obviously would need some 
choice tales of what went on behind the

“Finally at 2:15 a.m. he suggested we 
should proceed to the hall to have some 
sandwiches, and I hoped this might at 
last mean bed.

He had the gramophone turned 
on, and in the many-colored dressing- 
gown, with a sandwich in one hand and 
watercress in the other, he trotted round 
and round the hall, giving occasional lit- 
tle skips to the tune of the gramophone. 
On each lap near the fireplace he 
stopped to release some priceless quo- 
tation or thought.”

BERLE, A ONETIME Roosevelt 
braintruster, corporation lawyer and pro- 
fessor of law at Columbia University, 
served as Assistant Secretary of State 
under Cordell Hull and later as Ambas- 
sader to Brazil. He is the author of 
“The Twentieth Century Capitalist Revo- 
lution” and, with Gardner C. Means, of 
“The Modern Corporation and Private 
Property.” 

In his latest book he has ranged far 
beyond economics and corporation law in 
an effort to repair the vast lack of knowl- 
edge of the generality of Americans on 
the subject of international affairs. We 
are, he believes, moving into an era of 
world crises: 

“A terrifying fact is that the men who 
grapple with these crises are dealing 
with forces of which most other people 
are unaware. Often they must seek so- 
lutions for which the prevailing politics 
and public opinion of the United States 
are unprepared; and the only way poli- 
tics and public opinion will ever be pre- 
pared is when enough people have 
general awareness of the underlying 
considerations and facts.” 

Berle begins with a general discussion 
of international 
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the interdependence of nations and the 
futility of national sovereignty. With 
this he follows a discussion of the rela- 
tions among the 22 nations of the West- 
ern hemisphere which he believes to be 
critically important to the United States. 
Then comes an outline of three “crisis 
areas,” Eastern Europe, the Middle East 
and Asia, Finally, he offers some sug- 
gestions of his own for an effective 
American foreign policy.

temptible, Winsten makes his points 
more by the selection and arrangement 
of his material than by his 
own opinion. Nevertheless the human 
being thus revealed is pretty close to 
being monstrous. In Winsten’s interpre- 
tation Shaw is a pathological egoist, an 
exhibitionist, a meddler in the domestic 
affairs of others, a tightwad, an enemy 
of democracy. 

Undoubtedly there is a slight colora- 
tion of truth in all these aspersions. But 
as everybody knows, a completely false 
impression can be made without actu- 
ally lying by emphasizing certain facts 
and omitting others, That Shaw enjoyed 
not only the esteem but the affection 
of many persons—Chesterton, Janet 
Achurch, Granville Barker, William 
Archer and others of lesser stature—is 
amply supported by the records. 

It seems unlikety that friendship 

should be so generously offered in so 
many instances if it were always re- 
buffed or exploited. It is equally un- 
likely that Winsten, who had fewer 
contacts with Shaw than any other of 
his biographers, should be the only one 
who grasped the truth. 
IN ALL FAIRNESS it must be 
said that nothing in Winsten’s book 
shows any evidence of malice.. One sur- 
mises that the import of his biography 
is determined by a conception of Shaw 
as a “force” and as a genius who con- 
sidered himself unique in history. Shaw, 
he says, considered himself a minority 
of one but eternally right about every- 
thing. A man with that view of him- 
self would naturally be indifferent to 
such trivia as love, friendship, or tender- 
ness for the feelings of others. 

I must also report that Winsten’s biog- 


raphy, however untrustworthy its impli- 


cations may be, is an absorbing narrative 
that takes Shaw from childhood to old 
age.

Again: “At 6:30 p.m. we assembled at 
10 Downing street. The P.M. was al- 
ready in the cabinet room, and I saw at 
once from his face that we were in for 
the hell of a storm! ...

You have instead sub- 
mitted a masterly treatise on all the dif- 
ficulties and on all the reasons why this 
program should not be carried out.” 


CHURCHILL proceeded to haul him 
over the coals and cross-examine him in 
detail, but in the final upshot Alanbrooke 
was able to make this entry—‘“The meet- 
ing finished shortly after 8:30 p.m. and 
for the second time Winston had been 
ridden off Trondheim.” 


In Cairo: “On the way to bed P.M. 
took me down to the beach where he was 
transformed into a small boy wishing to 
dip his fingers into the sea. In the proc- 
ess he became very wet indeed. ... He 
was rolled over by the waves and came 
up upside down doing the ‘V’ sign with 
his legs!” 

At dinner on the Queen Mary: “The 
steward was filling tumblers with water 
before going round with the champagne. 
Winston stopped him by saying, ‘Stop 
pouring all that water out, it is too de- 
pressing a sight.’” 


Shot glasses being small in Britain, 
Churchill was known (although Bryant 
does not touch on this) to take his brandy 
in triples, not mere doubles. 


ONE OF THE SHARPEST thorns 
in Alanbrooke’s side was the American 
Admiral Ernest King, who had a Pacific 
war to fight, Europe notwithstanding. 
On a meeting of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
in London, there is this diary notation: 
“We went on arguing for two hours, dur- 
ing which King remained with a face 
like a sphinx, and with only one idea, to 
transfer operations to the Pacific.” 


All in all, casting light into many cor- 
ners hitherto left dark by Churchill and 
other primary figures of the war, this 
work belongs right alongside the Church- 
ill memoirs.

THE FIRST FOUR CEORGES, by J. H. Plumb.

S50 LONG AS ENGLISH historians continue to culti- 
vate and recultivate their own national back yard—despite the 
recent suggestion of their colleague, Geoffrey Barraclough, 
that it is time they developed a more universal outlook—it is to 
be hoped that they will, one and all, write with as much grace, 
skill, insight and sound judgment as does one of the newest 
of their fraternity, J. H. Plumb, In the few years in which he 
has been writing Mr. Plumb has made a big reputation, notably 
with his biographical treatments of Chatham and Walpole. 

Now he has painted with the greatest artistry the dominant 

features of an age which he is rapidly making his own, the 
Eighteenth century. In his latest book, “The First Four 
Georges,” he portrays it In terms of the four monarchs who 
collectively gave their name to the era, and in so doing he 
has shown the extent to which the history of the time was 
affected by each of their varying characters. 
FOR AMERICAN READERS the chapter on George III 
will have the greatest interest. Plumb’s account of this king is 
as well balanced as poor George himself was unbalanced. He 
shows how his presence on the throne could be such a national 
disaster and yet how he could also become one of England's 
most popular monarchs, He shatters the myth that George III 
was a tyrant intent on restoring a Stuart despotism, by empha- 
sizing, what is undoubtedly the fact, that he wielded no powers 
that his ancestors might not have wielded and his regard for 
constitutional behavior—except on one or two occasions—was 
most punctilious. 

The chief difference between him and his immediate pred- 
ecessors was that he worked extremely hard at being king, 
and they didn’t. He was not only king, he was a born politician 
whose ideas and activities, unfortunately, extended beyond the 
ordinary trivialities of kingship to fundamental questions of 
policy, and since he was both exceedingly stupid and obstinate 
as well—hinc illae lacrimae. 

George felt most deeply that he had not become king to 
preside over the dissolution of the British Empire. “The re- 
bellion of the Americans was not only treason to him but 
treason to Parliament, treason to the ancient Providential con- 
stitution which both he and his advisers had inherited and 
which it was their sacred duty to protect. Once America had 
gone, surely, he argued, the rest of the Empire would follow 
and even Ireland lag not far behind; and the great kingdom 
which he ruled would moulder away, a prey for the predatory 
powers of Europe.” 


IN HIS PORTRAIT OF THE AGE the author draws a 
striking contrast between the fastidious elegance immortalized 
in painting, print and prose and its accompanying violence and 
aggression, its crime, cruelty, dirt and disease, and the general 
coarseness of its manners and callousness of its feelings. 

Altogether, this is historical writing at its best; built on a 
solid foundation of knowledge, illuminated with wit and under- 
standing, set forth in a style that is at once graceful, robust, 
terse and incisive. 

The book is well illustrated, and it is an unfortunate slip 
that the caption to one of the illustrations gives the wrong 
George: it was George II, not III, who fought at Dettingen.

A Tale of Haiti

ALEJO CARPENTIER, Cuban-born Spaniard, has writ- 
ten a remarkable novel. It is the story of Ti Noel, Negro 
slave whose long life extends through three of the 19 revo- 
lutions which have swept over Haiti and even now are keeping 
the little island in a state of turbulence. 

But this is not just another cradle-to-the grave chronicle 
of one’s life against a dramatic and historical background. 
Individual portraits of such actual personages as Henri- 
Christophe, black Emperor of Haiti and his queen Marie- 
Louise, Pauline Buonaparte and her husband Gen. Leclerc, 
French military governor sent by Napoleon to subdue one of 
the revolutions, are vivid and fully realized. 

However, Carpentier’s real concern is with the questions 
of the twin aspects of good and evil, of man’s inhumanity to 
his fellow man and with the search for an answer to the 
greatest of them all: “What is man’s condition here on earth?” 

The idea of racial equality, conceived by the French phi- 
losophers and poets, was the inspiration of the revolutionary 
terrorists. The cruelty of the French planters toward their 
slaves, tempered only by the realization that a live slave was 
worth more than a dead one, was succeeded by the oppression 
of his own kind at the hands of Henri Christophe, who did 
not stop at murder. “There was a limitless affront in being 
beaten by a Negro as black as oneself,” says Ti Noel to him- 
self. “It was as though in the same family, the children were 
to beat the parents, the grandson, the grandmother.” 


YET IN SPITE of the violence, the cruelty, the depravity 
to which man is born, it is only in the Kingdom of this 
World that he finds his true greatness, by offering to the 
service of those who come after him in endless repetition, 
the only thing he possesses, “a body of flesh to which things 
had happened.” 

Despite the seriousness of its theme, the book is lightened 
by humor and irony, such as the descriptions of the barber’s 
show window decorated with wax heads topped by the latest 
wigs from Paris, and immediately adjacent, the window of the 
tripe-butcher displaying calves’ heads garnished with sprigs 
of parsley; or the triumphal procession of Soliman, the mag- 
nificent black man who was Pauline Buonaparte’s masseur, 
through the slums of Rome, to whose inhabitants he appeared 
to be the son of an emperor. 

The episodes involving Pauline and culminating in her 
initiation into yoodoo rites by Soliman give off an atmosphere 
of seductive sensuality. The description of the long procession 
of children, women, old men, toiling up a steep mountainside, 
each carrying a brick to build Henri Christophe’s mountain 
citadel—a sort of Berchtesgarten—is reminiscent of the Chil- 
dren of Israel building the pyramids. 


‘‘THE KINGDOM OF THIS WORLD” is not one 
of those interminable sagas that extend for a thousand pages. 
It is accomplished within the compass of 150 short ones, and 
without a word of dialogue. It is like some of the smaller 
canvasses of El Greco that seem to cover a whole wall. The 
characters are revealed from the inside out, so that conver- 
sation becomes unnecessary. The language is both precise 
and evocative, each word as important to the total effect as 
the individual figures that make up a sum. 

It is an embarrassment to the reviewer to try to convey 
the many excellences of this book. To do so would require 
a skill with words almost equal to that of the author. The 
excellence of the translation by Harriet de Onis must be men- 
tioned as one of them.

Keeping House in an Art Museum 


Effects of Dust and Touch of Hands on Public Treasures 


By GEORGE McCUE 
WHEN A VISITOR to an art mu- 
seum, passing through a period room, 
lightly touches the velvet upholstery on 
the back of a Victorian chair, it is a mat- 
ter of no particular consequence. But 
if the museum’s annual attendance is, 
say, 300,000, and if as few as one-half of 
One per cent of the visitors find it im- 
possible to resist caressing this bit of 
velvet, it will have been touched some 
1500 times and it will show it, 


Keeping house in an art museum is 
pretty much the same sort of job that it 
is in the home, up to a point. Beyond 
that point, it takes on additional prob- 
lems of a rather special nature. Some 
of these kept bobbing up at the recent 
meeting in St. Louis of the Association 
of Art Museum Directors. Between ses- 
sions there, the conversation often turned 
from finances, exhibition techniques and 
public policy to such complications of 
museum life as pigeons, small boys and 
the tendency of people generally to want 
to touch things. 

One of the charms of works of art 
intended primarily to be seen is their 
additional appeal to the sense of touch. 
This is specifically true of art objects— 
sculptures, ceramics, metalwork, furni- 
ture and the like, but it is also the case 
with modern paintings, which often ex- 
ploit texture. | 
THE MUSEUM’S ROLE in its 
community is to put works of art within 
easy view of the public and at the same 
time to serve posterity by keeping the 
art works in unblemished condition, The 
fact that these purposes sometimes seem 
to be opposed to each other is one of the 
things that help keep a museum direc- 
tor’s life from getting dull. 


In St. Louis, the City Art Museum's 
location in Forest Park is remote enough 
from industrial sections to keep air- 
borne dirt to a minimum. It is more 
fortunate in this respect than the Chi- 
cago Art Institute, for example, which is 
next to a railroad yard, and the Toledo 
Museum of Art, which is near a large 
industrial plant. At both these museums, 
many oil paintings are kept under glass 
as protection from fumes and dust. 

The basic care of a museum’s collec- 
tions is ordinary cleanliness, In St. 
Louis, the blue-uniformed gallery guards 
put in a busy out-of-uniform hour and a 
half each morning, before opening time, 
dusting floors, cases, window sills and 
furniture, each in the area he patrols. 

The frames of paintings are lightly 
gone over with ostrich plume dusters by 
members of the packing room force. 
The paintings are dusted once a week by 
David Baker, curatorial technician, who 
uses a short-handled implement of finely 
combed wool tufts. 

TWICE A WEEK, the ostrich plume 
dusters are applied to sculptures. For 
the full-scale cast of Verrocchio’s “Col- 
leoni,” which dominates Sculpture Hall, 
the duster is on the end of a 20-foot 
pole. Marble sculptures need occasional

cleaning to remove light stains caused by 
the pats of visitors’ hands, and this is 
done with a standard non-abrasive house- 
hold cleanser. 

Marble floors are subject to obstinate 
stains. Once, following a reception, a 
strawberry stain was found on the white 
stone slab, but a worse one was caused 
by a caterer’s employe who apparently 
swabbed out a coffee urn with a big 
towel which he tossed behind some pot- 
ted plants. Several days later, it was 
found and, under it, an appallingly big, 
brown blotch. 

This, like most of the other housekeep- 
ing chores, was referred to Harry Weiss, 
the building superintendent. Weiss gave 
both the strawberry and the coffee stains 


his standard treatment. It is to apply a 
poultice of gasoline and whiting to the 
spot in late afternoon, remove it during 
visiting hours the next day and repeat 
the next night until the stain disappears 
—it sometimes takes two weeks. 

A BIG EXHIBITION multiplies 
all the housekeeping problems, but most 
of them can be foreseen and provided 
for. For instance, when the Berlin Mas- 
terpieces exhibition came in 1949, the 
shuffling feet of thousands of visitors 
wore the finish off the wood floors. So, 
when the Vienna Collections came sev- 
eral months later, the museum prudently, 
or so it seemed at the time, laid wide 
strips of heavy paper in trails through- 
out the galleries to take the footbeats. 
Weiss sadly recalls the result—the paper 
was pounded into fibers and dust that 
gave the cleaning crew one of the hard- 
est jobs it ever had, 


The museum has learned, also from 
experience, that the coasting season on 
Art Hill brings an upswing in attend- 
ance, but not so much to the galleries as 
to the rest rooms and the restaurant. 
These are on the far side from the en- 
trance door, and can easily be found in 
that season by following the trail of 
melted snow and wet footprints across 
Sculpture Hall and downstairs. 


ONCE A YEAR, the display cases 
are cleared, the items inside carefully 
cleaned and the protective glass wiped 
on the inside. The two mummies, which 
belong to Washington University, are 
laid on sawhorses so they can be dusted 
and their glass cases shined. 


Somewhat more frequently, the an- 
tique- guns and armor are wiped with 
armor oil, They are exposed to the vis- 
itor’s touch, and every touch can de- 
velop into a rust spot if not wiped off. 


Charles Nagel, the museum director, 
refuses to have exhibits put out of reach 
unless they are easily damaged. He 
favors the idea of keeping the collec- 
tions, which are the public’s treasure, 
where they can be seen at close range 
and, if possible, without an interposing 
pane of glass. This requires more care- 
ful supervision, but it gives the museum 
a more intimate and personal flavor. 


Small children, running about unac- 
companied, have given attendants some 
bad moments, but the museum's educa- 
tional programs are designed to convert 
them into well-mannered visitors now, 
and possibly Friends of the City Art 
Museum later. 


Pigeons are a problem shared by art 
museum managements everywhere. Nagel 
has turned down a hopeful suggestion 
by Weiss that stainless steel spikes be 
installed in roosting places, because 
these would impair the integrity of the 
classic Roman facade. However, Weiss 
takes comfort in a theory to which he 
clings fondly and tenaciously, that for 
some reason the Forest Park pigeons 
only touch base, so to speak, at the Art 
Museum, and seem to spend most of 
their time at the Jefferson Memorial.

TSCHAIKOWSKY’S OPERA “The Queen of Spades” 
has never been a standard item in American opera houses 
but it is an effective work, nevertheless, with strong melodic 
and dramatic elements. Its rather improbable story—though 
acceptable enough according to the romantic conventions of 
the nineteenth century—concerns a young officer and a girl 
of noble connections who insist on dying for each other.

A recording by artists from 
the National Opera at Belgrade is intense, eloquent and well 
integrated even though the voices, with the exception of the 
tenor Alexander Marinkovich, are no better than mediocre. 


The orchestral support is excellent. 


Kreshemir Baranovich, 


the conductor, keeps the whole performance well in hand. 
(London, four 12-inch LPs with libretto in Russian and English.) 
ANEW RECORDING of Rimsky-Korsakoff's “Schehera- 
zade,” made by the Berlin Radio Symphony Orchestra with 
Ferenc Fricsay conducting, is notable for its smooth rounded 
phrasing and its rich body of sound when the full orchestra 
is playing. In solo passages, however, the contrast of volume 
is so great that the instruments seem to be located in a 
different and.more remote plane of dynamics. It is impossible 
to tell whether this difference was determined by the con- 
ductor or the sound engineers. (Decca, one 12-inch LP.) 

WALTER PISTON’S SYMPHONY NO. 6, which the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra introduced to Western Euro- 


pean and Russian audiences, 


is coupled with Martinu’s 


“Fantaisies Symphoniques” in a current recording by the 
Boston Orchestra with Charles Munch conducting. Both works 
were commissioned by the Boston Orchestra for its seventy- 
fifth anniversary season. Piston has adapted a fairly direct 
modern language to a classic form with effective results, 
particularly in the reflective slow movement and in the 
energetic finale. Martinu plays out his material rather freely 
into a fine texture and with an unflagging momentum. The 
orchestra gives impressive performances of both. (RCA Victor, 


One 12-inch LP). 


THE HUNGARIAN ‘cel- 
list Janos Starker, who is now 
first ‘cellist with the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra, is the 
soloist with the Philharmonia 
Orchestra of London in a 
warmly played performance 
of Dvorak’s 'Cello Concerto. 
Walter Susskind is the con- 
ductor. Starker has a deep 
tone of good quality but his 
playing lacks the flexibility 
that is so amply evident in 
the orchestra. (Angel, One 12- 
inch LP.) Faure’s “Elegie” 
for "Cello and Orchestra com- 
pletes the second side. 

TWO OF MOZART'S 
greatest piano concertos — 
Number 21 in C Major and 
No. 27 in B-Flat Major—are 
played fluently and with an 
effect of poetic delicacy by 
Rudolf Serkin, accompanied 
by the Columbia Symphony 
Orchestra under Alexander 
Schneider. The orchestra 
takes a more aggressive line 
than the soloist but it is also 


Antonio de Gabezo, Antonio 
Carreira, Carlos Seixas and 
several others. The reproduc- 
ing process is particularly fav- 
orable to the organ sound and 
this record, therefore, offers a 
variety of interesting music 
and a comparison among in- 
struments built between 1510 
and 1798.

CYNTHIAGOODING'’S 
husky voice, extraordinarily 
clear enunciation and salty 
manner of delivery have made 
her an outstanding singer of 
folk songs from many lands.

Russian Music 


And Its Woetern Origin’ 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


A SUPPORTER of musical causes in St. Louis recently 
expressed an unqualified opposition to the performance of 
Russian music in the United States or the engagement of Soviet 
artists by American organizations. Such a viewpoint is not 
encountered often; but since the few who hold it can muster 
a kind of logic to support their position, it is worth examining. 
What they are against is the living Russian composer and his 
works and the living performer regardless of what music he 
plays. They would not advise nor desire a boycott of Tschai- 
kowsky, Borodin, or Moussorgsky. 

THE ARGUMENT goes like this: In wartime an American 
would be prohibited by law, custom and social pressure from 
aiding the enemy in any conceivable way. As of now the 
United States has no official enemy, unless North Korea can 
be so described, but actually a state of war does exist in the 
world because Russia is committed to our destruction by one 
means or another and acts accordingly. Therefore the be- 
havior enjoined on Americans by this situation is exactly the 
same as if the two nations were shooting at each other. So 
none of us should do anything that would make Russia 
stronger. The economic gain to Russia through the perform- 
ance of Russian music, or the appearance in America of Rus- 
sian artists may be regarded as negligible. Nevertheless toler- 
ance of Russian art and artists helps to build up Russia's 
cultural prestige here and elsewhere; and it makes Russia a 
stronger ideological force in the world. 

ONE CANNOT DESTROY this argument by saying 
that music is completely separate from politics, economics 
or national aspirations. Music is unquestionably related to 
a larger context which would include all the elements in the 
life of modern man. But music makes its connection with life 
in general through emotions and concepts that are common 
to all humanity. Moreover, the language of Western music, 
which includes the Russian, is inescapably cosmopolitan and 
is associated with traditional values of Western civilization. 
SHOSTAKOVITCH derives in part from Mahler, Mahler 
from Wagner, Wagner from Bach and Beethoven, and so on 
back to the Gregorian chant. Shostakovitch pays tribute to im- 
memorial Western values by the very grammar and syntax that 
he uses, and performing artists do the same, though in another 
way, when they play the great concertos of Beethoven, Brahms 
and Mozart. Brahms is Brahms—and a distinctly humanistic 
phenomenon—whether he is played by Heifetz or Kogan. 

IN THESE CIRCUMSTANCES it seems rather far-fetched 
to contend that listening to Russian compositions or Russian 
performers is the same as trading with the enemy, or that 
it builds up Soviet prestige. Possibly it throws a more agree- 
able light on certain Russians than might be the case if Russia 
were completely sealed off musically. On the balance, however, 
it is the West that gains because the Russians are acknowl- 
edging the sovereignty of an art whose spirit and origins 
are much closer to the West than to them.

An American School of Wits 
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because I like the chair car, and partly 
because I was asleep,” there would never 
have been another fellow who wrote, 
“We have cats the way some people 
have mice.” Or if there had been such 
another fellow, no one would be able 
to recognize him as the person he is now. 


This is merely another way of saying 
that before there was James Thurber, 
there apparently had to be Robert 
Benchley. And what is true of Thurber 
is true also of E. B. White and Wolcott 
Gibbs as we know them, to name only a 
couple of the other gifted wits whose 
individual styles of writing grew out of 
the seeds sowed by Benchley. 

It is not often that any generation 

gets the chance to see a school of wits 
grow up under its very eyes, as what 
we might call the New Yorker school 
has grown up these last three decades. 
Of all these, the one I would most con- 
fidently lay odds on to be read a hun- 
dred years from now is Thurber. Here is 
a magnificent reporter, an essayist of 
skill and versatility, a cartoonist with a 
fresh and unanswerable rhetoric, and a 
teller of fables and fairy tales fit to sit 
down and swap a yarn with Aesop or 
with Andersen. 
HOW DID ALL THIS—which 
much more than Benchley, and so dif- 
ferent from his work—become the pro- 
jection and exfoliation of his original- 
ity? Even the least of his three principal 
successors, Wolcott Gibbs, has produced 
a piece of work which for sheer massive, 
tour-de-force cleverness outranks any 
single piece Benchley ever did. I mean 
his “Time ... Fortune... Life... 
Luce.” 

Here, in one article which is primarily 
a report of facts, Gibbs has produced 
an incomparable parody of Time's writ- 
ing style and a scathing, smoking, scald- 
ing commentary on its validity. His 
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Benchley was a perfect picture of the 
man-about-town, urbane, suave, a trifle 
on the foppish side perhaps. Take Ron- 
ald Colman or Reginald Gardiner, shift 
the focus a little, and you can’t be 
too far from looking at our Bob. More 
storied bon mots grew up around Bench- 
ley than around even Dorothy Parker, 
who at one time seemed largely credited 
with every epigram that couldn't posi- 
tively be proved to have been uttered 
by Oscar Wilde. Of these many legends 
my favorite has to do with the opening 
night performance of a play called “The 
Squall.” 

The first-act curtain had scarcely risen 
that evening when a leggy native damsel, 
sombre of skin and more sombre still 
of eye, broke in from the dark and 
storm outside, and spoke. 

“Me Numi,” said she. “Numi good 
girl. Numi stay here.” 


NOW, BENCHLEY had some time 


The publication for which Benchley 
was drama critic was the old Life, a 
magazine of humor on which S. J. Perel- 
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Often Benchley almed, as do his 
descendants, for the cozy chuckle, or, 
more tenuous still, for that interior 
warmth which comes of the oddly felici- 
tous phrase or the sudden grace that 
sometimes flowers out of the ridiculous.

TAIPEI, Formosa, June 8— 
Lt. Gen. Chiang Ching-kuo, 
elder son of Chiang Kai-shek 
and police boss of Nationalist 
China, is the most-discussed 
and least-known man in For- 
mosa. 

A favorite target of American 
critics because of his all-perva- 
sive police power, Ching-kuo 


has been held responsible in|: 


some American quarters for the 
anti-American riots here last 
month. 

It is a charge easier to make 
than to prove. None of his ac- 
cusers has been able to come 
up with a convincing motive, 
unless it was to discredit his 
father’s regime, strain rela- 
tions with the United States, 
betray Chiang’s most powerful 
backers in Congress, and give 
aid and comfort to Peiping. 

In view of Ching-kuo’s ree- 
ord as a ruthless anti-Commu- 
nist and the fact that he is the 
Generalissimo’s most trusted 
lieutenant, this theory seems 
hardly likely. 


Engaging Personality. 

A squat, powerfully built man 
of 50, with a broad, infectious 
smile and an engaging manner, 
Ching-kuo’s personality is com- 
pletely at odds with his sinister 
reputation. 

He may be the “most feared 
man” in Formosa. But he is also 
one of the best liked—by those 
who have no reason to fear him. 

Ching-kuo is a good eating 
and drinking companion. Like 
many, if not most Orientals, the 
more he drinks—he prefers hot 
Chinese wine—the redder his 
face gets. 

Dtring a recent luncheon in 
Taipei, I watched Ching-kuo’s 
broad face grow progessively 
redder with each toast until the 
glow reached halfway down his 
neck. At that point the meal 
ended and Ching-kuo picked up 
the check, leaving a modest tip. 

Ching-kuo spent 12 years in 
Russia, performing manual la- 
bor on collective farms and in 
factories. It was that there 
he met his Russian wife. She 
is seldom seen, 


Holds Wide Powers. 


Ching-kuo is an immensely 
powerful man—head of the mili- 
tary security that controls half 
a million Nationalist troops 
through political commissars, 
and chief of the ubiquitos se- 
cret police which roots out po- 
litical dissenters and Commu- 
nist agents. 

He is also head of the anti- 
Communist Salvation Youth 
Corps which embraces every 
student over 15 in Formosa, 
leader of the Peace Preserva- 
tion Corps, director of psycho- 
logical warfare, and commander 
of guerrilla operations on the 
mainland. 

He learned about guerrilla 
warfare from the Russians 
themselves during a three-year 
hitch in the Red army. 

Despite his great power, 
Ching-kuo lives modestly, even 
frugally. One of the most strik- 
ing things about him is that he 
has rejected all the traditional 


symbols that go with power in 
Asia — big houses, expensive 
foreign cars and platoons of 
functionaries. 

American military advisers 
frequently curse Ching-kuo’s 
“political meddling” in the 
army, but they admit he is an 
implacably honest man who has 
largely eliminated corruption 
that sapped the morale of the 
— soldier on the main- 


Effective Methods. 


To naive, well-meaning Amer- 
icans who lecture him on the 
evils of a police state, Ching- 
kuo lends a patient but weary 
ear. His task is to prevent Com- 
munist infiltration of the army 
and seduction of Chinese Na- 
tionalist youth. His methods 
may not be democratic but they 
are effective. 

There is a Ching-kuo “ob- 
server” in every college class- 
room. While this may not en- 
courage academic freedom, it 
certainly discourages Commu- 


—_ 
ill Ching-kuo one day suc- 
ceed his father as chief of the 
Nationalist regime? Ching-kuo 
considers it a “curious ques- 
tion” and impossible to answer. 
Venerable Vice President 
Cheng Chen, an old Nationalist 
soldier and friend of the Gen- 
eralissimo, is the latter’s con- 
stitutional successor. But it is 
Ching-kuo who has the power. 
Many observers believe that 
if Chiang Kai-shek should die, 
Chen would become titular head 
of the government, with Ching- 
kuo exercising the real power.

will be plastered, except for 
tile in toilet rooms (with tiled 
floors) and with asbestos vinyl 
tile floors in the other areas. 

This entire floor will be air- 
conditioned. Ceilings will be of 
acoustical tile. There will be 
no corridor connection with the 
present building at this level, 
since the floor is below the ex- 
isting lowest level of the pres- 
ent hospital. However, there 
will be a stairway which will 
afford access to the differing 
levels. 

The ground floor, which will 
line up with the grade floor of 
the present structure, as will 
the rest of the upper floors, is 
to have grade level entrances 
along the rear, where emer- 
gency ambulance facilities also 
will be provided. 

On this floor a small chapel, 
which in plan takes the form 
of a trapezoid, will be treated 
in unconventional mariner, due 
to the curving of the roof. It 
will seat about 45 persons, have 


by Syl. G. Sthmidt & Asso- 
ciates, architects and engineers, 
for a $2,000,000 program of ex- 
panded facilities at Christian 
Hospital, Carter and Newstead 
Avenues. 

A new addition is to extend 
to the west of the present-build- 
ing, and will cover an area 138 
feet along Carter Avenue by 85 
feet to the north on a 4.54-acre 
site which was acquired when 
the present building was built 
in 1924. 

The new structure is to be of 
reinforced concrete as is the 
present hospital, and will be 
six stories above ground and 
one below. The total area will 
cover 72,530 square feet, with 

cubical content of 839,000 
feet. The present hillside is to 
be cut down and the building 
set back approximately 60 feet 
from the Carter Avenue prop- 
erty line. The lower two floors 
will be two stories below the 
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tending from floor to ceiling 
line. 

Other facilities on this floor 
will include three radiology 
and fluoroscopic rooms and one 
deep therapy room with office 
for radiologist, film receiving 
and filing space, waiting area, 
a general laboratory area, phys- 
fecal and hydrotherapy section, 
pharmacy, BMR and EKG 
rooms, nurses station and pub- 
lic toilets.

diffused lighting. Public tele- 
phones and toilets are to be 
just off this area. 

A coffee and snack shop is 
to be located in the central core 
area, along with the elevators 
and stairway. The rear lobby 
is to be an open extension of 
the main lobby with access to 
elevators and stairs. An orna- 
mental metal screen will close 
off the east-west corridor from 
the public areas. 

Along the north wall will be 
a doctors’ lounge and confer-

A feature of the Carter fa- 
cade will be a projecting en- 
trance treatment, extending 
from the terrace floor to the 
third floor line, the south wall 
of which will display a pierced 
grillage effect.

The west wall will 
have plate glass and aluminum 
fenestration, two. stories in 
height. A curved roof will 
slope eastward, where it will

NEW YORK, June 8. 
DEFLATING thought. 
You're reading a guy who 
picked the Phillies to drop 
to sixth this year in the Na- 
tional League race and the 
White Sox to fall out of the 
first division in the American. 
The consensus of writers in a 
pre-season poll had the Phila- 
delphia club sixth, too, and 
the Chisox fourth. However, 
the misery doesn’t love com- 
pany. 

In a recent Saturday Eve- 
ning Post piece, Tom Meany 
wrote of the manager's prob- 
lem of when to change pitch- 
ers and called it, “Baseball’s 
Toughest Decision.” In the 
story Fresco Thompson, the 
former Phillies’ second base- 
man and now Brooklyn vice- 
president, maintains a club 
will win about 50 games a 
year no matter how compe- 
tent the manager and lose 
another 50 despite the field 
boss. It’s the remaining 54 
games in which managerial 
manipulations and decisions, 
are decisive, maintains the 
shrewd baseball executive, 
son of St. Louisan L. F.

In addition to Fresco's 
view, Birdie Tebbetts ob- 
serves of those pitching- 
change decisions, “In any oth- 
er endeavor, 75 per cent ac- 
curacy would be very good, 
but if a ball club is to com- 
pete for a pennant, the man- 
ager must be right 90 per 
cent of the time” when the 
crucial question is whether to 
stick with a pitcher or to re- 
place him. 

Ever notice when Fred 
Hutchinson does decide to 
change pitchers, how quickly 
the Cardinals’ field leader 
wig-wags to the bullpen? 

“I make up my mind be- 
tween the dugout and the 
foul-line whether to let him 
stay,” Hutch said, explaining 
his solution to the bugaboo 
of soft-hearted managers who 
let a pitcher talk them out 
of a change with a plea to be 
allowed to pitch to “just 
one more man.” 

Coach Terry Moore of the 
Redbirds is enjoying the way 
two rookies, Eddie Kasko and 
Joe Cunningham, have bat- 
tled into the lineup. Moore 
predicted in spring training 
that the two New Jersey kids 
wouldn’t be denied. ...A 
year ago Milwaukee's Johnny 
Logan led the National 
League in sacrifices with 31. 
This season he failed to ad- 
vance a runner the first six 
times he was called upon to 
bunt. 

Short Stops. 
O TAKE umpires off the 
T spot, Jimmy Dykes would 
set a maximum as well as 
a 30-minute minimum on a 
delay before calling a game 
interrupted by rain. “That's 
because there’s so much night 
ball that the umpires can’t 
tell, as they would in the day- 
time, whether clouds seem to 
be breaking up,” said the 
veteran little round man, now 
a Redleg coach. “The glare 
of the lights makes it doubly 
difficult for them to see the 
sky. An hour’s wait ought to 
be enough or maybe 90 min- 
utes as a maximum.” Um- 
pires, by the way, agree with 
Dykes. 

A strong candidate for 
Comeback-of-the-Year honors 
is Billy Loes, eccentric former 
sore-armed and, some times, 
sore-headed Brooklyn right- 
hander. The 27-year-old Loes 
is pitching smartly for Balti- 
more .. 

Bill Bergesch, the St. 
Louisan who is general mana- 
ger of the Omaha Cardinals, 
has lured the Phillies to the 
Nebraska metropolis for a 
June 24 exhibition, so that 
many of the folks can see 
fair-haired Richie Ashburn of 
Tilden, Neb. When Willie 
Jones moaned about going s0 
far off the beaten path to play 
on an off-day, Ashburn 
cracked, “Look, I’ve played a 
lot of times in your Confeder- 
ate country down there in 
Carolina. It’s time you learned 
what the wild West is like.” 

Bob Scheffing, the Cubs’ 
manager, and Don Mueller, 
Giant outfielder, were neigh- 
bors as kids in St. Louis 
County. Grumpy’s hero then 
was Walter Mueller, Don's 
father and a Pittsburgh out- 
fielder in the middle ‘20s... 
There's no sentiment in base- 
ball. When the Cubs recently 
obtained righthander Don 
Elston from Brooklyn, the two 
Chicago players sent to Dod- 
ger farm clubs were pitchers 
with the most mouths to feed 
on the club.

record in the high hurdles and 
Tiger teammate Karl Englund 
of Kansas City soared to a new 
high in the pole vault. 

Batch believes the Adidas 
(German-make) red shoes he 
first acquired from a friend 
after the 1952 Olympics are 
lucky for him. Charley was un- 
beatable for C.B.C. while he 
wore them. In time they wore 
out and the ones Batch used 
yesterday were the third of its 
kind. 

“T’'ve had nine pairs of black 
shoes at Missouri but I told 
Coach Botts the red ones were 
lucky for me...I haven't lost 
a race since I got this pair,” 
Batch said. 

Beats Green’s Time. 

Charley won the highs in 14.6 
seconds. That broke last year’s 
mark of 14.7 set by Jim Green 
of the Missouri U. Tigers. Batch 
also won the 220 lows in 24.2 
seconds, slightly under Green's 
1956 mark of 23.9. 

Green was a high jumper in 
this year’s meet, finishing in a 
tie for second.

Sanders also took the broad 
jump (23-634) to be the only 
double winner besides Batch.

Glenn Lewis, formerly of De 
Soto High and now running at 
Southeast Missouri State, Cape 
Girardeau, showed some of the 
versatility which carried him to 
two decathlon titles here in the 
Marine Corps meets of 1955 and 
1956. Glenn was fourth in the 
javelin and fifth in the low 
hurdles. 

The team trophy went to the 
M Club with 104% points to 
77% for runner-up Vincos, the 
1956 champion. Unattached run- 
ners collected 44 points while 
Southeast Missouri athletes 
scored 2144 and Washington 
University’s lone representative 
got eight.

WASHINGTON, June 8 (UP) 
—A baseball-minded congress- 
man said tonight he is introduc- 
ing legislation Monday to free 
players from “lifetime peonage” 
and permit them to negotiate 
as free agents with any club 
after five years as professionals. 
His bill also would allow ath- 
letes a special income tax deduc- 
tion “for depletion of physical 
resources.” 

Rep. Patrick J. Hillings (Re- 
publican), California, said the 
“emancipation” provision is con- 
tained in a bill that would bring 
certain aspects of professional 
baseball, football, hockey and 
basketball under the anti-trust 
<Ws 


Hillings also disclosed that he 
will offer a separate bill to give 
professional baseball, football, 
hockey and basketball players 
an income tax break. They 
would be permitted, in comput- 
ing their income taxes, to de- 
duct 15 per cent of their gross 
athletic income for “depletion 
of physical resources.” 

Thus, if the bill became law. 
Ted Williams of the Boston Red 
Sox, for example, would not 
have to pay income tax on $15,- 
000 of his reported $100,000-a- 
year salary. 

Federal tax experts said that 
Williams, on the basis of no de- 
pendents, would save some $11,- 
912 if Hilligns’ bill ever became 
law. On that basis, he now pays 
about $64,988 Federal income 
tax on his $100,000 salary. The 
15 per cent depletion allowance 
would cut his tax to $53,076. 

Hillings is a _ high-ranking 
member of theHouse Judiciary 
Committee, whose monopoly 
subcommittee start hearings 
June 17 on sports anti-trust 
legislation. He said his anti- 
trust bill will be introduced as 
a substitute for his original 
measure to make all,aspects of 
baseball subject to anti-trust 
laws.

second East St. Louis newspa- 
per, the Gazette. 

The bound volume of the 
Sunday Herald was presented 
to Bowman by James L. Fau- 
cett, who published the news- 
paper from May 20, 1865, to 
May 13, 1866, ending his brief | 
publishing career because of 
lack of public support. 


Battles on ‘Bloody Island.’ 


Editor Faucett published lurid 
accounts of epic saloon battles | 
on “Bloody Island,” that section 
of East St. Louis which lies 
between downtown and the 
Mississippi river. When the 
first political scandal rocked 
the Bowman administration in 
1866 he let every principal 
speak his piece in the news 
columns. 

Residents of “Old St. Louis,” | 
as Faucett described the City 
of St. Louis, came in for scath- 
ing denunciation when they 
were arrested by East St. Louis 
gendarmery for such offenses 
as public drunkenness and 
swimming nude in the Missis- 
sippi. He complained Old, St. 
Louisans, in their ignorance, 
always pleaded “they did not 
know we had laws over here.” 

Faucett, while plugging his 
city’s industrial potential, was 
highly critical of some East St. 
Louisans, too. He accused the 
East St. Louis city council of 
“a loss of dignity and a kind of 
cowardly weakness of the back- 
bone” in bowing to efforts of 
the big transfer companies ‘to 
‘operate without paying a city 
license. 

There was no hesitation about 
criticizing the railroads, which 
wielded great power in East St. 
Louis. He complained of a huge | 
railroad coal yard in the middle | 
of the city which raised con- | 
tinuous clouds of dust, filling | 
every “closet and cupboard.” | 
He pointed out that women and | 
children had to crawl under 
coal cars in order to get p of | 
water from Cahokia creek, then | 
the only source of drinking | 
water. 

There must have been some 
serious complaints from impor- 
tant people about the editorial | 
campaign, however, because in | 
the next issue Faucett acknowl- 
edged that the coal yard also | 
was a blessing in that it pro- 
vided East St. Louisans with 
employment. 

‘ Dog Packs a Menace. 


The longest and bitterest edi- 
torial campaign was carred on 
by Faucett against the packs of 
dogs which roamed East St. | 
Louis streets and attacked citi- 
zens. He told of being forced 
to get to his office by circuitous 
routes to avoid the savage ani- 
mals. In a July 1865 editorial 
he demanded the city council 
pass a law making it legal for | 
citizens to carry concealed | 
weapons for protection against | 
dogs. 

About a month after the Her- 
ald ceased publication, the first | 
edition of Mayor Bowman's | 
East St. Louls Gazette appeared. | 
The first issue, dated June 28, | 
1866, was more restrained than | 
Faucett’s paper, but in time de- 
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veloped some editorial punch 
of its own,

Benson contends that 
lower prices would bring many 
new customers and that farm- 
ers, producing and selling on a 
big volume basis, would get bet- 
ter incomes. 

Reluctance By Leaders. 

There appears to be consid- 
erable reluctance among many 
agriculture spokesmen to allow 
farm prices — especially those 
paid by domestic consumers — 
to drop to lower levels. 

These leaders argue that farm- 
ers are entitled to better prices 
than they have been getting, 
especially from American con- 
sumers. The latter, it is argued, 
have income and wage protection 
in the form of minimum wage 
laws, union wage contracts, un- 
on insurance, and the 
ike. 

These devices, it is claimed, 
assure consumers of an “Amer- 
ican standard of living” which 
should be matched, in the case 
of farmers, by parity prices for 
farm products bought and used | 
by the “protected” consumers. | 
Parity is a standard for measur- |

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Scientists Depend On Amateurs “2 
To Locate and Track Satellite 


to fling a tiny man-made moon 
out into space. 
And when they do they may 
have to answer a possibly em- 
question—" Where'd 
it go?” 


Finding the little moon could 
be very difficult. The size of a 
bushel basket, it will whiz 
around the earth at five miles 
per second, at heights of 200 
to 1500 miles. 

“Suppose someone flies a 


plane up to 60,000 feet, and | 


throws out a golf ball. Then 
the. plane vanishes without a 
trace, Can you find the golf 
ball? That’s about the task in 
locating the satellite,” says Dr. 


John P. Hagen of the Naval Re- | 


search Laboratory in Washing- 
ton. D.C. He is director of 
Project Vanguard, which aims 
to shoot up six satellites during 
the International Geophysical 
Year. 

Scientists expect to find and 
track the shining moon, by 
three different systems—human, 
telescope and radio. In fact, 
they expect to do so well that 
your daily newspaper can carry 
a map and time-table telling 
you when and where to look 
for it. 

Much depends on volunteers 
watching the skies. The thrill 
of being the first human to see 
the satellite could fall to a 
housewife, truck driver, school 
boy, lawyer, doctor, baker or 
tailor. 

On Amateur Teams. 

They make up the amateur 
teams of Operation Moonwatch, 
the chafh of observers deter- 
mined to spot the tiny wheel- 
ing ball. 

“We hope to pick it up on 
its first trip around the world,” 
declare Dr. Armand J. Spitz 
and Leon Cambell Jr., who are 
organizing the Moonwatch 
teams. 

There will be perhaps 125 
teams of volunteers in the 


United States—80 are already | 


organized—and dozens more in | 
Japan, South America, South | 
Africa, Guam, Yap, Wake Is- | 
land, Hawali, elsewhere. 

Each team has 20 to 60 mem- 
bers. They are scattered broad- | 
ly throughout the country. Each | 
team has a particular part ) 
the sky to watch. 

The satellite moves too fast | 
for anyone to see it with naked | 
eye, or even binoculars, unless | 
he knows where to look. In 10) 
minutes, it will cross the United | 
States, in 100 it will circle the | 
whole world on a round-trip. 

The moonwatchers are setting | 
up a fence of visual observation. 

In their own towns, each team 
will guard its own meridian, the 
imaginary north-south line over- 
head across the sky. At each 
location, a tall pole is set up. 
Atop the pole is a wooden or 
metal mast, set precisely upon 
the meridian line at that loca- 
tion on earth. 

Horizon-to-Horizon. 

Aground, the observers sit in 
chairs on a line north and south 
of the pole. Each peers into a 
telescope focused on a mirror, 
so he sees one circle of the sky 
overhead. The crossbar or mast | 
on the pole runs through the | 
center of his circle. The circles | 
overlap, like links in a loose 
chain. Each team “covers” the | 
entire sky on the meridian from 
horizon to horizon. 

If the satellite whips by, 
someone will see it. Two will 
see it if it speeds by at points | 
where the circles of vision over- 
lap. In seconds it will flit past, | 
hidden from view for a moment | 
by the mast. 

Whoever sees the ball will 
call out, “I’ve got it!” Then he 
will ery out at the precise in- 
stant the ball blinks out as it 


i 


passes over the mast. He—or | 


she—will call out again when 
the ball disappears sae! 
from his telescopic view. 


His call-outs will be Rs 
timed precisely with a time | 


signal being received by radio. 
Where and when the satellite | 
passed by will be known. 
These data will be telephoned 
to the Smithsonian Astrophysi- 
cal Observatory here at Har- 
vard, and fed into a electronic 
calculator. This machine already 
will have memorized the loca- 
tions of each observing station. 
“With three or so observa- 
tions from three different sta- 
tions, we can work out the orbit 
pretty well, tell where it will be 
on subsequent trips,” Dr. Spitz 
explains. The moon will make 


15 or so trips while the earth | 


makes one revolution. 
Planned Orbit. 

The planned orbit will send 
the moon along a path varying 
from 35 or so degrees north of 
the equator to 35 south. Moon- 
watchers will concentrate on 
this zone. 

Once the general orbit is 
spotted, special telescopes will 
pick up, watch and photograph 
the flight, and track even tiny

railroad tracks. 

Pete works at the control 
panel of the hump tower of the 
New York Central's new freight 
classification yard at Buffalo. 

Freight cars to be classified 
are pushed to the crest of the 
hump by locomotives whose 
crews are directed by radio and 
color light signals. 

As the cars pass the hump, 
Pete pushes his buttons. That 
sets switches all along the line, 
sending one car down one route 
of tracks, a second another 
route, a third still another 
route. The speed of the cars 
is controlled by electronic re- 
tarders on the wheels. 

Rush for Automation. 

Pete is in the center of a 
railroad revolution. ' 

Throughout the country rail- | | 
roads are pushing into auto-| . 
mation and mechanization. They | | 
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ing new, novel techniques. It’s 
a gigantic effort to maintain 
or expand earnings, to keep 
from sinking into the red, to 
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several hundred miles of con- 
tinuous welded rail. Each rail 
is one-quarter mile long. It is 
transported to the site on rail- 
road flat cars. When the train 
goes around a bend, the rail 
just bends with the train. 

The Chesapeake & Ohio {is 
testing an electronic detector 
to spot overheated journal 
boxes on railroad cars. Detector 
units, equipped with infrared 
lenses, parallel the tracks. When 
a hot journal box goes by, the 
detector flashes a warning and 
the train is stopped.« 

Check on Empty Box Cars. 

The Southern Pacific soon 
will put into full operation an 
electronic computer system to 
keep an up-to-the-minute check 
on where its empty box cars 
are. 

The Northern Pacific is in- 
stalling a 2000-mile transconti- 
nental dial telephone system, 
the longest system of its type 
in the country.

The Pennsylvania uses 105 
television cameras and 100 
television receivers, making 
the world’s largest closed cir- 
cuit television installation, at 
its ticket sales bureau in New 
York’s Penn Station. 

The Illinois Central utilizes 
dynamic wheel balances to bal- 
ance wheels on its passenger 
train cars. This assures smooth- 
er rides, the road says. 

The New Haven later this 
year will install a new elec- 
tronic ticket reservation sys- 
tem. The ticket agent, by 
punching keys on a machine 
resembling a cash register, may 
determine in moments - just 
what space is available on any 
train for a month ahead. 

Most Important Devices. 

And so it goes ... many 
railroads have some of these 
devices. A large number of 
other electronic and mechani- 
cal contraptipns are used on 
the nation’s 225,149 miles of 
track. But probably the three | 
most important are: push but- | 
ton yards, centralized traffic 
control and new office ma- | 
chines. 

Illinois Central established 
the first push-button yard at 
its Markham yards, near Chi- 
cago. Other railroads that have 
them include Seaboard Air 
Line, Northern Pacific, Santa 
Fe, Union Pacific, Frisco, Penn- 
fylvania, Southern Pacific, Mil- | 
waukee and Southern. | 

In 1925 the Missouri Pacific | 
put into operation a “control 
signal system” on a_ short | 
stretch of track just south of 
Kansas City. From this pioneer- | 
ing experiment has come what 
is today one of the hottest de- 
velopments in the raillroad rey- 
olution, centralized traffic con- 
trol. 

The object of CTC is to make 
one track do what two formerly 
did. The New York Central, 
completing CTC on its line 
from Cleveland to Buffalo this 
year, gained $3,000,000 from 
salvage of excess tracks. )

WASHINGTON, June 8 (UP) |

the fact the Government 
struggling to get rid of food | 
surpluses. 

Some leading eee. | 
were armed with stacks of fig- 
ures from a new Agriculture 
Department survey when they 
met here recently to compare 
notes on the problem. 

The study shows, among oth- | 
er things, that 10 per cent of 
American family diets are sub- 
standard, and many more are 
well below desired levels in 
some basic food nutrient counts. 
A new campaign to “sell” 
'nutrition is the dietician’s an- 
i\swer. They concede they are 
‘up against such things as long- 
term eating patterns, stiff com- 
petition for the family food 
dollar, and diet fads and food 
pills. 

Problem Simply Stated. 

Dr. Faith Clark, chief of the 
food consumption section of the 
Agriculture Department's house- 
hold economics research divi- 
sion, states the problem simply. 

She cites figures which show 
the average American family 
spent three times more on food 
in 1955 than in 1948. Food 
prices, however, rose only 7 per 
/cent in the period to account 
for only a small part of the in- 
crease. 

Her figures show that family 
rations of calcium and ascorbic 
acid (vitamin C) actually lost 
ground. Vitamin A allowances 
‘remained unchanged, and pro- 
‘tein and other basic minerals 
and nutrients showed only 
slight gains. 

Dr. Clark concludes that most 
of the additional food money 
was spent on more expensive, 
'not more nutritious, foods. 
| Other figures showed that 

about 29 per cent of family 
| diets are not up to National Re- 
| search Council goals for cal- 
cium; 25 per cent were under 
| the ascorbic acid goal; from 15 
to 20 were behind in vitamin A 
and about 10 per cent lagged in 
supplies of protein. 

Milk is the prime source of 
calcium. Meats, fish and eggs 
are major sources of protein. 
Dark green and yellow vegeta- 
bles are rich in vitamin A. Cit- 
rus fruits are leading sources 
of ascorbic acid. 
| Good Gain in Diets. 
| Dr. Clark was quick to point 
| out the figures do not mean the 
‘nation is suffering from mal- 
‘nutrition. Far from it. Amer- 
ican diets as a whole, she noted, 

have shown “considerable im- 
| provement” since the last large- 
scale diet survey in 1936. 
| Then, one-third of American 
diets were classed as “poor.” 
_ Today, only 10 per cent would 
‘fall in that category. 

But Dr. Clark said most of 
the improvement occurred be- 
tween the mid-30s and 1948. 
There has been little gain since. 

Dr. Miriam E. Lowenberg, 
head of the foods and nutrition 
department of the College of 
Home Economics at Pennsyl- 
vania State University, called 
| attention at the recent confer- 

ence to one population group 
| whose nutrition needs are high- 
tes important—pregnant women. 
issed Opportunities. 

Dr. Lowenberg said she 
feared that nutritionists and 
doctors are missing opportuni- 
ties to exploit fully the nutri- 
tion needs at the “teachable 
moment” when a wife is having 
her first baby. She said at no 
time are men and women’ so 
“amenable to nutrition educa- 
tion.” 

She quoted figures showing 
premature births ranking sec- 
ond as a cause of infant deaths. 
Prematurity, she said, is at- 
tributed to a combination of 
factors, including nutrition. 

Dr. Ercel Eppright, head of 
the food and nutrition depart- 
ment in the home economics 
division of Iowa State College, 


addressed herself to another 
problem group, teen-agers. 
Teen-age diets, she said, offer 


a “serious problem,” especially 


the diets of teen-age girls. 

For some girls, she said, the | 
word “health” may have ‘ ‘un 
desirable connotations, as being | 
buxom or large.”

Woodland Flowers 
Near Saline Creek 


By Leonard Hall 


N AN AFTERNOON last week, just before our daily 
0 thundershower, I walked out for a half hour through 

the woods that flank Saline creek here at Possum 
Trot Farm. One of the things I noticed, recalling that this 
always seems to happen 
in late May and the first 
week of June, is that 
there comes a lull in the 
blossoming of the wild- 
=» flowers. This might be 
= wondered at, since day 
> length and hours of sun- 
light are important factors 
governing the flowering of 
plants. We know from 
numerous studies that the 
actual peak of the season 
for number of species in 
bloom is the week of the 
summer solstice which be- 
gins on June 21, the long- 
est day of the year. 

A little observation com- 
bined with speculation, 
however, gives a reason 
for this lull which seems, 
Here in Missouri we have a great 


at least, to be logical. 
variety and steady succession of blossoming wildflowers 
which comes to one of its peaks during the last days of April 


and the efrliest days of May. This is a time when the 
leaves on trees and shrubs have not yet reached their maxi- 
mum growth, so that sunlight penetrates even the deepest 
woodland. Shortly thereafter the leaves reach full size and 
the forest floor ts plunged into deep shade. This has the 
effect of shortening the day, or at least of allowing less 
light to reach the plants in the understory of the woodland, 
so that blossoming is immediately slowed down.

As I hiked along and the clouds obscuring the 
sun grew heavier, it was almost as though I walked 
in twilight, and I recalled that we have had many 
such days this spring. And now I noticed another 
thing which also probably plays some part in the 
scarcity of blooming flowers. Because of ample 
moisture the season has been favorable to the re- 
production of most plant species which grow in the 
woodland. There are many young trees and new 
shrubs starting up; while vines of the smilax, Vir- 
ginia creeper, wild grape, clematis, wild yam and 
climbing milkweed are everywhere. Moreover, the 
leaves on all of these seem unusually large; a fact 
which doubtless increases the shade still further at 
ground level.

@ THIS BUSINESS of unusually large leaves is also inter- 
esting to speculate upon. We know that most plants spend 
their daylight hours absorbing sunlight and building energy, 
then do the major part of their growing at night. This is, it 
would seem, r. logical process of first taking in the elements 
for growth and then expending them by pushing out more 
stem and leaf structure. When plants which require a 
normal amount of sunlight are deprived of some of this 
by growing in a deep shade—or perhaps because of ex- 
cessively cloudy weather—the leaf-size increases in order to 
gather in as much light as possible. At the same time, many 
plants which grow in deep shade have taller stems than 
normal as they reach toward the sun and develop a less 
robust root system. All of this season’s conditions seem to 
combine to produce these characteristics; high rainfall 
which makes plenty of moisture available, heavy leaf growth 
that produces deeper shade, cloudy weather which allows 
less light to reach the plants during the hours between sun- 
rise and sunset.

One of the plants which I did find in bloom on 
this particular day was the handsome Penstamon 
Digitalis, commonly known as beard-tongue. We 
have several members of this family growing in 
Missouri and some of them are cultivated in the 
wildflower garden. The penstamons range in height 
from one to five feet with tall, unbranched stems 
bearing flower clusters at the top. These flowers, 
in the different varieties, show a wide color range 
including white, lilac, yellow dotted with purple, 
blue-lavender, violet and rose-purple. Our woods 
penstamon is unusually tall, reaching a full five 
feet in height, and has handsome white flowers 
somewhat resembling the snapdragon.

bé T HEY’RE going to be watching this whole class to see 


University of Missouri School of Medicine remarked, as 
he and some of his fellow students sat in the lounge, relaxing 
between the ordeal of state board examinations, He is one of 
21 who received their M.D, degrees this (Saturday) morning, the 
first graduating class of the new four-year medical school at 
Columbia, and the first full-fledged doctors turned out by the 
state university since 1908 when the former four-year course 


was abandoned. 


’ With Missouri's keen shortage of doctors in the rural areas, 
especially southern Missouri which has the lowest percentage 
of doctors per population in the United States, special interest 
will be given to the plans of the new doctors. One of the argu- 
ments advanced by those who supported the establishment of 


a four-year school in Columbia rather than in a big city, was 
the fact that students trained in a small town might gravitate 


to the less populated areas. 


The first class, at least, seems 
to bear out this contention. 
Sixteen of the 21, in a survey 
of intentions, indicate they will 
enter general practice and only 
four plan to practice in a big 
city. 

“We haven't tried to influ- 
ence their choice,” says Dean 
Roscoe L. Pullen, head of the 
School of Medicine, “and we 
don’t want to give the impres- 
sion that we're interested in 
training only general practition- 
ers for small towns. But the 
need there is greatest. We get 
six to 12 calls a week request- 
ing doctors for the rural areas.” 


“What we've done was to 
spend two to 10 hours with 
each student, discussing his fu- 
ture plans,” says Dr. Jacob S. 
Roden, chairman of the depart- 
ment of obstetrics and gynecol- 
ogy. “We first tried to find out 
if they were interested in gen- 
eral practice or a specialty. If 
general practice, we discussed 
the size town. We pointed out 
the terrifie need in the south- 
ern part of the state and tried 
to interest some of the better 
students in general practice be- 
cause it takes a much smarter 
boy to do general practice. 


“We also pointed out the eco- 
nomic advantages. By going to 
a place that needs a doctor 
badly, they'll start off well in- 
stead of struggling for several 
years. Recent surveys have 
shown that a doctor in a small 
town does better financially 
than a doctor in a city. 


“I know from actual experi- 
ence,” Dr. Roden smiles. “I 
practiced in a town of 25,000 
and was so busy I kept scream- 
ing for assistance. There was a 
period of 18 months when I 
didn’t get outside the city 
limits.”

N order to find out what life 
| as a general practitioner in a 

small town is like, the univer- 
sity has set up a system of pre- 
ceptorships for senior students. 

“Under this plan,” explains 
Dr. Frank B. Engley Jr., chair- 
man of microbiology and assist- 
ant dean, who describes himself 
as Dean Putien’s lefthand man, 
“students elect to spend six 
weeks with a general practition- 
er in a small community, work- 
ing with him, living with him, 
going on calls with him, learn- 
ing how general practice is con- 
ducted, which is something you 
can’t teach in an institution. 

“Without exception, they came 
back filled with enthusiasm and 
high praise for the men they 
worked under. They found their 
preceptors sharp as could be 
and practicing an _ excellent 
brand of medicine in small 
towns. Some who said, ‘Oh, he’s 
only a general practitioner’ 
came back changing their tune.” 

All of the new doctors will 
go to urban areas to do their 
internships in hospitals. Most 
of the hospitals are some dis- 
tance from Missouri, as the stu- 
dents’ advisers advocated going 
far afield to learn techniques in 
different areas. The advisers do 
not feel internships in big cities 
will change the ultimate goals 
of the young doctors. 

“Most of them selected their 
internships at places they've 
always wanted to visit and 
where their families would have 
an enjoyable year while they're 
hard at work,” Dr. Roden point- 
ed out. “Places like California, 
Florida, Hawaii. 

“Some may be influenced by 
their internships in a choice of 
a specialty. And some may be 
influenced to go to another state 
if they marry a girl from that 
state. Wives have a big influ- 
ence, you know. There was one

It’s small 
wonder TV heroines don’t just pick up the telephone when 
it rings.

A good actress can 
consume two minutes just not answering the telephone and 
you can hardly blame her.

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Famous Escapes of Modern Times 


Colditz Castle Was Thought by Germans to Be 


} 


This is the first of several articles on famous mili- 


tary escapes of modern times, and it tells of Coldits 
Castle where Allied officers were imprisoned during 
World War Il. The author, an authority on daring 
escapes, commanded H.M.S. Amethyst during her dash 
to freedom in 1949 under the noses of the Chinese Reds.

Germans as an escape-proof prison. Here were imprisoned 


T HE CASTLE of Colditz in Saxony was considered by the 


officers of half a dozen Allied nations during World War II. 
Colditz was for the elite. To get in, your record had to show an 
escape attempt from a lesser camp or fort. 


The castle, whose foundations 
were 1000 years old, was built 
on the edge of a triangular cliff, 
250 feet above the river Mulde. 
The outer walls were seven feet 
thick. The guards outnumbered 
the prisoners. Despite the 
blackout regulations imposed on 
the surrounding countryside, 
Colditz was flood-lit from every 
angle at night. Sentries sur- 
rounded the camp, on the land 
side, within a palisade of barbed 
wire. 

Yet within the walls of this 
medieval castle was waged one 
of the most fantastic battles of 
the war. The Germans had every 
advantage. They planted Colditz 
with sples and sound-detecting 
microphones. Their bloodhounds 
never missed. 

The prisoners had nothing but 
their wits, ingenuity, and in- 
credible courage. Each national 
group had an escape officer. 
These worked in constant liaison, 
so that one flight attempt would 
not trip up another. 

At Colditz, there were in- 
numerable roll-calls a day, both 
scheduled and unscheduled. One 
of the great problems for the 
prisoners was how to cover up 
for missing comrades long 
enough to give them time for a 
getaway.

HE Dutch became masters at 
T this technique. One day a 

mason came to Coldtiz to 
make some repairs. Captain Van 
den Heufel, the Dutch escape of- 
ficer, bribed away from him a 
large quantity of ceiling plaster. 
An amateur sculptor among the 
prisoners modeled it into two 
life-sized busts. Faces were 
realistically painted, and duly 
christened “Max” and “Moritz.” 
Each of them had two iron 
hoops fixed under the pedestal. 
They could be carried upright, 
carried on a man’s arm, or up- 
side down hanging from the 
hoops. Each bust wore a shirt 
and tie. A long Dutch overcoat 
was hung from the shoulders. 

When on inactive duty, “Max” 
and “Moritz” were transported 
upside down, hidden in the folds 
of their overcoats. To an observ- 
er, the bearer was simply car- 
rying a coat on his arm. 

At roll call, the officers would 
stand at attention in three lines. 
The bearer of a dummy always 
took center position in the mid- 
dle row. At either side was an 
assistant. The dummy was quick- 
ly reversed. An army hat clapp- 
ed on its head by one aide. A 
pair of top boots was slipped 


neatly into position under the 
greatcoat by the other. 

Thanks to “Max” and “Moritz,” 
six Hollanders were thus able 
to leave Colditz. 

The Dutch had among them a 
large, bearded officer named 
VanDoorninck who spent most 
of his time in the recreation 
pen reading the Bible aloud. In 
his voluminous greatcoat, he 
was quite the i. figure. 
He always had about him a cir- 
cle of officers who listened 
with great attention. 
this time, everyone else play 
football.

HE group usually chose for 

their Bible study, a section

One day, during Bible read- 
ing the bolt was undone with 
a pair of homemade spanners 
filed out of iron-bed parts. At 
a given moment, the attention 
of the sentries was attracted to 
a ruckus in the football game. 
Two Dutchmen went down the 
manhole. 


Confederates substituted the 
glass bolt. The men stayed in 
the hole until night when they 
pushed up the cover, breaking 
the glass bolt. The original, 
which they had with them, went 
back into place exactly as it had 
been before.

T HE SENSATION ,could not have been greater if the Queen 


American College in Rome whispered the news to one 
another: “Don’t look now, but Sister Pasqualina is here!” It was 


enough to make them forget the religious ceremony completely. 


The penalty for staring would 
probably have been her imme- 
diate departure, so the seminar- 
ists tried to peer at her out of 
the corners of their eyes, or 
else they shot quick, covert 
glances at the balcony where 
the celebrated figure had placed 
herself to listen. 

What they saw was a tiny, 
alert nun with brilliant eyes, 
still handsome enough in her 
sixties to suggest that she must 
once have been a great beauty. 
The students had good reason 
to be excited. Although she 
remains unknown to the out- 
side world, for almost 40 years 
this Bavarian nun has been the 
Pope’s housekeeper, confidante, 
cook, doctor and, in some mat- 
ters, h , 

Through devotion she _ re- 
stored an ailing priest of 40 to 
good health, a health which 
even at 80 is still enjoyed by 
the man who may well be the 
most important Pope of. the 
twentieth century. 

Her story is an amazing one. 
She is the only person who ean 
and does occasionally tell the 
Pope what to do. Many years 
a-o he gave her specific orders 
to. do so because his capacity 
for work makes him forget food 
and sleep, makes him oblivious 
to night and day. Without guid- 
ance he literally would go on 
working until he fell asleep at 
his desk. 

That is where Pasqualina 
comes in. She controls his 
schedule with an uncompromis- 
ing toughness which often 
seems to amount to positive 
rudeness. She interrupts inter- 
views without ceremony and 
many cardinals and other dis- 
tinguished visitors have been 
startled in the middle of an 
audience with the Pope by the 
ferocious little figure in the 
nun’s habit who bustles in and 


says, “Via! Via! Il Papa e 
stanco.” (“The Pope is tired. 
Go away.”’) 


A visitor thus dismissed is 
likely to look in surprise to 
the Holy Father for his reac- 
tion, but the P.pe is so used 
to it he scarcely nctices. He 
merely smiles and is silent. 

Pasqualina runs the Pope's 
entire establishment with the 
assistance of three subordinate 
nuns. The Pope dislikes any- 
thing out of place. Pasqualina 
sees to it that everything is in 
perfect order and spotless. The 
Pope has an aversion to noise 
and Pasqualina moves without 
a sound. She anticipates his 
every wish. She makes sure 
that he can reach for pen, ink, 
paper, reference books, with- 
out so much as looking up to 
make sure that they are there.

ASQUALINA cooks the 
P Pope's meals and until re- 

cently typed his private let- 
ters at his dictation. She is un- 
sleeping. She has to be. The 
Pope, after his simple supper 
and evening devotions, retires 
to his study. There he forgets 
the world. The lights of Rome 
and the Vatican go out, but 
from the Pope's study orders, 
letters, dicta pour forth. Only 
at the end, when the city is 
hushed in sleep, there will come 
a knock just loud enough for 
him to hear without startling 
him. “Holy Father. It is 1 
o'clock.” 

The Pope smiles, recognizing 
the voice of authority, and rises. 
Sister Pasqualina is outside the 
door, gentle but implacable, 
looking as fresh and bright-eyed 
as though she were just start- 
ing her day’s work. Yet next 
morning at 6 when the Pope 
rises, Pasqualina will be there 
again, organizing his day for 
him. Since the Pope's recent 
ilinesses he has not kept up 
quite such a gruelling pace as 
of old, but his schedule is still 
more severe than most men 
could stand, and Pasqualina’s 
duties have become _ greater 
rather than less.

Pasqualina was born Jose- 
phine Lehnert on Oct. 29, 1894, 
in Ebersbach, Bavaria. Her par- 
ents were of well-to-do peasant 
stock and there were several 
children. Deeply religious from 
childhood, she decided in her 
teens to devote herself to the 
service of God. 

But already she was an as- 
sertive girl with a highly intel- 
ligent mind. Hers was not a 
gentle faith. It resembled more 
the strong-willed faith of a 
Florence Nightingale, of the 
kind which accepts humility as 
a challenge and embraces it 
with a crushing bear hug. 

Just as Florence Nightingale 
deliberately chose nursing, a 
profession which in her time 
attracted only women of the 
lowest class, so Josephine chose 
the humblest order of nuns she 
could find. She entered the 
Franciscan Order of the Sister 
Teachers of the Holy Cross in 
Menzingen, near Zurich, Switz- 
erland.

HE Sister Teachers of the 

Holy Cross are a scullion or- 

der. They are taught to be 
cooks and housekeepers in 
Catholic institutions. Josephine, 
now Sister Pasqualina, did not 
take long to rise to the top of 
her order; she was made a 
mother superior when little 
more than 20.,years old, 

One day she received instruc- 
tions to do domestic service at 
the Benedictine Abbey of Stella 
Maris at Einseideln, in the Swiss 
mountains, where priests with 
various illnesses went to re- 
cuperate in the pure air. Also

Until the interruption 
of World War I, when Don 
Pacelli was obliged to return 
to the Vatican, she ordered his 
diet, gave him his day's sched- 
ule, arrived unfailingly at the 
exact minute to give him his 
medicine. 

They did not meet again un- 
til 1917, when Pacelli was ap- 
pointed Papal Nuncio in Ba- 
varia, which by a coincidence 
happened to be Sister Pasqua- 
lina’s home territory. He wrote 
and asked if she would join 
him as his housekeeper, and 
Pasqualina went at once. She 
has been at the Pope's side 
ever since.

OLLOWING Germany's de- 

feat in the first World War, 

the country was swept by 
revolution. Everywhere Commu- 
nists with mutinous ex-service- 
men at their head were march- 
ing in and taking control away 
from the established institu- 
tions. Sooner or later everyone 
knew the Papal Nunciature in 
Munich would come in for at- 
tack. 

One day the mutinous bands 
arrived. The Communists at 
that time called themselves the 
Spartakists. It was an ominous 
name: Spartacus was the Roman 
gladiator who rebelled and al- 
most captured Rome with an 
army of rebel slaves. The Spar- 
takists burst into the Nuncia- 
ture armed with rifles. Their 
aim was: Kill Pacelli! 

Pasqualina cried a warning 
and tried to bar the door of 
Pacelli's office. She was thrown 
roughly aside and the Reds 
shouldered open the door. Pa- 
celli met them smiling, playing 
lightly with the pectoral cross 
at his breast. 

“Here I am,” he said in Ger- 
man which he now spoke as flu- 
ently as Italian. “Kill me. But 
I warn you that though I am a 
bishop I am also a diplomat, 
and it is a foolish fellow who 
kills a diplomat.” 

For an agonizing interval 
there was a clash of wills, but 
finally the Reds grumbled and 
withdrew, consoling themselves 
by stealing a couple of Nunci- 
ature cars. 

In one way only can Pas- 
qualina be accused of having a 
serious influence on the Pope's 
thinking, and that is in the Ger- 
man orientation of his life, 
which in part may also be ex- 
plained, of course, by his own 
service in Munich, Pasqualina 
is German and proud of it. The 
nuns under her are Bavarian 
like herself. The Pope's secre- 
tary is German, So is his private 
confessor. So are the two 
Jesuits whom he employs on 
matters of scholastic research. 
Even the tame birds which fly 
round the Pope's apartment and 
nestle in his hands are 
given the names Dompfaff and 
Gretchen. 

The food which Pasqualina 
cooked for years was German 
food. After one of his illnesses 
the Italian doctors suggested 


tactfully that his digestion 
might be helped by Italian 
dishes, and Pasqualina changed 
her menu from pork to veal. 

In spite of her enormous work 
program she has managed to 
maintain many interests which 
may sustain her in the years to 
come. 

Content to be overworked 
herself, she takes pity on others 
who have been overworked. 
Among those who have felt her 
kindness are the Noble Guards 
who stand at attention outside 
the Pope’s quarters. These are 
young men recruited from the 
Italian aristocracy. 

In practice the jobs are given 
to penniless families. The noble- 
men serve for four or five days 
a month and receive a monthly 
salary of $80, which helps them 
stay in Rome and attend uni- 
versity. 

The service can be arduous 
because of the Pope's working 
habits, and one young guard 
was seen by Pasqualina one 
night dozing over his sword. 
Pasqualina glowered and the 
guard straightened hastily to 
attention. A Pasqualina scowl 
is not to be taken lightly. A 
few minutes later she was back 
with a cup of coffee which she 
had made herself, “Drink this,” 
she said smiling, “but don't let 
the Holy Father see you.”

an incident which happened dur- 
ing one of the Pope's recent ill- 
nesses.

URED of much of its cussedness, the 

Missouri River is slowly resuming its 

old role as an im t carrier of 
freight. Traffic on the “Big Muddy”—pas- 
senger as well as freight—contributed im- 
measurably to the settling of the West and 
to the early development of the river's vast 
basin. But the unruly stream did nothing 
to encourage shipping. 

Floods, swift currents, innumerable 
snags, sharp bends, rapidly shifting sand- 
bars, all made commerce on the river ex- 
tremely hazardous. Accordingly, as rail- 
road mileage increased, freight transported 
on the Missouri fell from 227,000 tons in 
1885—the river's record year for steamboat- 
ing—to 21,000 tons in 1911. Tonnage con- 
tinued at insignificant levels until the mid- 
1930s when barge service was started on a 
limited scale between St. Louis and Omaha. 

Although by then the Army Corps of En- 
gineers had removed many of the stream’s 
hazards, the shipping season hinged entirely 
on the unregulated flow of water down the 
river. In wet years, substantial tonnage 
was hauled, but a dry period could reduce 
traffic to a trickle. By late 1952, however, 
with the completion ¥! a major storage dam 
in South Dakota, the flow on the lower Mis- 
souri could be controlled for the first time. 
This made possible a fairly predictable 
navigation season, and regular barge serv- 
ice was started in 1953. 

Cargo volume rose rapidly—from 150,- 
000 tons in 1953, to 287, in 1954 and 
416,000 in 1955. (On the middle Mississippi. 
20,173,000 tons were carried in 1955.) There 
were forecasts that barge loadings on the 
Missouri would exceed 500,000 tons in 1956, 
but only 312,000 tons were actually hauled. 
Three factors caused the setback: The 
steel strike curtailed a major source of up 
stream tonnage. A reduction in railroad 
rates on grain, steel pipe and molasses 
diverted loads from river barges. And 
the drouth cut short the navigation season. 


Reservoirs are still low this year, and 
the season opened six weeks late. Not un- 
til May 1 could the towboats (such as the 
Helena, shown here on a trip downstream) 
start pushing loads along the river. Be- 
cause of the continuing upstream drouth, 
the South Dakota reservoir and two finished 
after it have never been full. Once they 
are up to capacity and a dam now under 
construction is completed, a full eight-month 
season can be maintained even through 
dry periods as severe as the present one 
upstream. 

But the tremendous growth in barge 
traffic felt on the Ohio, Mississippi and IIli- 
nois rivers will not be experienced on the 
Missouri until it too has a minimum nine- 
foot channel. Because barges cannot carry 

loads in its shallow channels, Missouri 

ver rates are 50 per cent higher than 
charges on nine - foot rivers. 

Congress has authorized the nine - foot 


. depth as far as Sioux City. Iowa, but the 


work can be carried out only as funds are 
appropriated each year. Although most of 
the channel from the river's mouth to Kan- 
sas City has the nine-foot minimum, shal- 
low places reduce the usable depth to seven 
feet. From Kansas City to Omaha the min- 
imum is six and a half feet, and the river 
is not commercially navigable on to Sioux 
City from Omaha. Based on the present 
rate of congressional appropriations, it prob- 
ably will be about six years before there is 
a nine-foot channel as far as Omaha and 
eight years until the work is completed to 
Sioux City. 

Despite the shallow channel, avail- 
ability of dependable barge transportation 
already has brought new industries along 
the river. Some persons envision tremen- 
dous economic development when the nine- 
foot project is completed—through indus- 
trial growth and reduced shipping costs for 
farm products. But fulfillment of such 
dreams still lies somewhere ‘round the bend.

A dog named 


DUCKWORTH

connection with the U.S. Air Force in North Africa. 


During the early part of World War II I wrote a letter 
to President Eisenhower, then our commanding general 
in North Africa. If it would not interfere with the war 
effort, I said, I would appreciate the return of a springer 
spaniel named Duckworth. The dog had been the mascot 
of my son, an Air Force pilot recently killed in action. 

The understanding General immediately ordered the 
dog to be brought to his headquarters in Algiers. He then 
made arrangements to have Duckworth flown to me in 
New York. Shortly before the plane was to take off, how- 
ever, it was brought to the General's attention that the 
loss of Duckworth so soon after my son's death had upset 
the morale of the squadron. 

General Eisenhower relayed this information to me 
in a letter, saying he was sure I would understand why 
he was returning the dog to the squadron. I did. 

Duckworth survived the war; a friend of my son 
brought him home and then turned him over to me. After 
V-E Day, Columbia University presented General Eisen- 
hower with an honorary degree. I was a professor there 
then; with scores of others, I queued up in a long line 
to meet him. I wanted to thank him for his kindness re- 
garding the dog episode. Yet I realized that there were 
other soldiers with my son's name. And I was aware of the 
vast amount of correspondence which had passed through 
the General’s hands—-plus the countless problems which 
had beset him during the war. 

Still, when I found myself facing Mr. Eisenhower, all 
I could think to say was, “Do you remember Duckworth, 

sir?” To my amazement, a broad smile wreathed Ike's face. 
“And how is the dog?” he asked. 

Later, after he had become president of Columbia, | 
had an opportunity to discuss the episode with him. He 
recalled every detail. I'll never forget Duckworth — nor 
the general who remembered him. x

; HE LATEST naval intelligence reports from Rus- 

; sia contain ominous news for you: your hoine is 

vulnerable to submarine attack. Whether you 

live on the coast or deep inland, Soviet subs can reach 

youewith guided missiles launched from murky hiding 
places under the sea. 

The Red attack plan is diabolically simple. Long 
range subs would infiltrate our coastal waters and lie 
noiselessly on the bottom in hidden coves and gullies. 
At X-hour, they would fire their missiles from sub 
merged positions along both coasts, raining atomic 
destruction on our cities. 

No one outside the Kremlin knows when — or in 
deed whether — this sinister strategy might be car 
ried out. But Russia has the necessary weapons. Here 
are facts, established by U.S. Naval Intelligence: 

© Russia now has the largest undersea fleet in naval 
history. Her submarine strength is estimated officially 
at 450, unofficially nearer 600. ( Hitler started World 
War II with only one-tenth as many.) 

e Russian submariners are familiar with the under 
water landscape along our 5,000-mile coastline. For 
10 years they have prowled the ocean bottom, mapping 
the submerged contours of our continental shelf. The 
Navy has detected, even photographed, many Red 
subs operating near our shores. 

© Today's Soviet subs carry not only missiles but 
submersible launchers to fire them. This means Russia 
need not wait for the. Intercontinental Ballistics Mis 
sile to wage push-button warfare against us. She al 
ready can hit most American targets with shorter 
range, sub-launched missiles. 

“The Soviet submarine fleet is the greatest single 
threat to our military security,” one admiral says 
soberly. “Each submarine is a mobile missile base that 
can sneak up to our very shores. We have no under- 
water warning system equivalent to our radar network, 
so submarines are better able to launch a surprise 

attack than bombers.” 

Russia has wasted no time arming her subs with 
modern missiles. Her main fleet weapon is the stub 
nosed Comet, a supersonic missile that packs an 
atomic wallop. Built for undersea launching, it can 
surge from the ocean depths, burst out of the water 


MASS ATTACK from underwater against U. S. cities 's 
illustrated in an artist's conception.

Both 
are powered by solid fuel which makes them easier to 
manage under water. 

Russia also has adapted her terrible T-missiles to 
submarine use. The T-1 is an improved, 50-foot ver- 
sion of the German V-2 rocket, limited to 400 miles 
range. But its monster offspring, the T-2 (measuring 
over 100 feet, weighing nearly 150 tons), is a flyirfg 
H-bomb. that can almost span a continent. It brings 
every American city within range of Red subs. 

To launch the T-types, the Russians have devised 
clumsy but effective machinery. The missile is loaded 
into a submersible launcher, towed by the sub. The 
launcher is fitted with a gyro system, water-ballast 
tanks and a control mechanism. 

By remote control from the sub, water is pumped 
out of the upper ballast tanks until the launcher 
slowly stands upright, nose above the surface. Three 
technicians paddle to the launcher in a rubber boat, 
climb through the nose and plug in electrical connec- 
tions. Then, from a fire-control center inside the sub, 
the missile is shot into space. The whole operation 
takes less than 30 minutes. 

One large sub can tow three launching containers 
across the ocean. Most Red subs also are equipped with 
collapsible launching racks for firing smaller missiles. 
Some subs carry huge metal cocoons on deck, housing 
for another deadly missile family called the J-weapons. 
The pulsejet J-}, turbojet J-2 and ramjet J-3 can take 
off from a sub deck and streak toward faraway tar- 
gets. The latest J-3 will fly 1,500 to 1,800 miles at 
supersonic speed. 

Soviet missiles tend to be overpowered and inaccu-

rate. But weapons with nuclear noses don’t have to 
score a direct hit to destroy a target. Obviously the 
Russians are concentrating more on production than 
design (their estimated rate: more than 2,000 missiles 
a month). “We are slightly ahead of the Soviets in 
missile quality. They are far ahead of us in quantity,” 
claims an officer wheshould know. . 

To bring these missiles up to our beaches is the 
mission of the Soviet undersea fleet. For this purpose, 
Russia is building subs at a phenomenal pace. Her 
shipyards turn out two new submarines every three 
weeks — six for every one launched in this country. 
The known Soviet goal is 1,200 subs. 


That Big Red Fleet 


Of the 600 already believed to be roaming the 
oceans, some 200 are far-ranging, German-design, 
class “W” submarines (length: 320 feet; speed: 20 
knots; range: 20,000 miles). Another 200 are 
smaller, but still rangy class “Z” models (length: 240 
feet; speed: 16-17 knots; range: 13,000. miles). All 
are snorkel-equipped for extended underwater cruis- 
ing. The remainder are small, coastal types — used 
for training and patrolling — and sub tankers that 
can refuel other subs underwater. 

In contrast, our Navy has only 110 subs on active 
duty. Another 80 are used for training or consigned to 
the mothball fleet. We already are testing atomic subs 
and high-speed hulls, however, that the Soviet Union 
has just started to build. Our progress impressed the 
Red rulers so much that they shook up their naval 
command last year. The new commander, Admiral 
S. G. Gorshkov, hastily reversed the emphasis on con- 
ventional subs and ordered a streamlining program. 


The Reds now are building high-speed, deep-diving 
atomic subs (estimated underwater speed: 50 knots 
plus) that can hide on the bottom near our coasts for 
months without surfacing. They also hope to replace 
their clumsy method of launching T-missiles; their 
new subs will carry the big missiles internally and 
launch them through the conning towers. Russia 
should have a formidable fleet of missile-bristling 
atomic subs by 1962, Naval Intelligencé estimates. 

Her undersea navy operates out of five big bases. 
The northern sub pack is based at Kola Inlet near Mur- 
mansk; in the Baltic, submarine headquarters is Len- 
ingrad; in the Black Sea it’s Sevastopol; the Pacific 
underwater fleet operates from Vladivostok and 
Petropavlovsk. 

The operatives who feed informatior to the Penta- 
gon claim that Soviets’ long-range subs are concen- 
trated chiefly in the Atlantic, though the most sight- 
ings have been reported in Far Eastern waters. ( Pos- 
sible explanation: Our Seventh Fleet is on wartime 
alert in the Far East, hence is more sub-conscious. ) 
Red subs also have been active lately in the troubled 
Mediterranean. 

In American waters, sub snooping is more preva- 
lent than the public realizes. Russian subs are known 
to prowl along our underwater shoreline and to hide 
in our deep coves and inlets. _ 

One Navy officer told PARADE about catching a Red 
sub unaware off the Florida coast. “There, like a great 
monster charging her batteries, was a German-type 
submarine —— no marks, no flags. The lookout didn’t 
see us. Just then our diesel backfired loudly twice. A 
Russkie officer popped out of the tower and shouted

The Navy, of course, keeps a continuous 
anti-submarine watch. Around the clock, 
reconnaissance planes, blimps and helicop- 
ters scan the ocean. Ships patrol the surface, 
and sub-hunting submarines explore the 
depths. All carry the latest sonar equipment, 
which can pick up sound underwater at great 
distances. Blimps and helicopters use “dunk- 
ing sonar” which can be lowered deep into 
the sea while they hover overhead. 

Our anti-sub forces recently were formed 
into a new command under Vice Admiral 
Frank Watkins. Painfully aware of the Red 
undersea menace, he is moving with all pos- 
sible speed to develop our defenses. He has 
laid down “submarine barriers” — intensi- 
fied air and sea patrols —to detect subs 
entering our Atlantic and Pacific underwater 
approaches. If war should come, both the 
Black and Baltic sub packs could be bottled 
up in their own -waters. The northern and 
Pacific fleets would be the problem.

To meet it, Watkins plans concentrated 
anti-sub forces between land masses (e.g., 
Greenland and Iceland). He places most 
store by atomic subs which can lie in wait on 
the bottom for approaching undersea invad- 
ers. The latter cannot move without churning 
up noise. The atomic interceptors will be 
armed with homing torpedoes that can seek 
out and eliminate the noise source. 

Besides the “submarine barriers,” every 
major port eventually will be ringed with 
“sonar stations” or “inert detectors.” These 
will be planted deep in the ocean at 75-mile 
intervals, forming a literal sound barrier that 
can detect sub noises. Admiral Watkins will 
integrate our anti-submarine defenses, of 
course, with those of our Allies. 

Our anti-sub patrols have been drilled to 
watch for any significant massing of Rus- 
sian submarines, which might well indicate 
an attack to come. At the slightest hostile 
sign, our patrols have orders to blast away 
with all the latest weapons at their disposal. 
These include homing torpedoes, air-to- 
underwater missiles and atomic depth

We not only can devastate 
Russia from the air, but our sub fleet can 
give her a taste of her own missile medicine. 
The Navy will build 50 atomic subs in the 
next five years, each designed to launch 
Polaris missiles from under the ocean. These 
60-foot missiles will carry a 1,000-pound 
atomic warhead some 700 to 1,500 miles. 

Meanwhile, morale is high in the Red 
navy, Red missile factories are working at 
top speed, the Red sub fleet is growing like a 
seaweed. Small wonder that our. defense 
chiefs are working overtime.

Want to like 


Their husbands slung golf bags over their 
shoulders each Saturday and Sunday morning, then 
disappeared for most of the day. 

But the wives got smart. They slung golf bags over 
their shoulders and marched right out to the links 
with the men. And though some husbands still how! 
that the place of a golfer’s wife is in the kitchen, on 
out of every four rounds of golf played today is shot 
by women. 

As a result, there are fewer golf widows. Instead. 
more and more wives are on the brink of becoming 
golf divorcees. , 

Some married couples I know, for example, play a 
round of golf together in three hours, then don’t speak 
to each other for three days. And, frankly, sometimes | 
can’t blame the husbands for being angry. I've seen 
women do things on a golf course that would infuriate 
even the most loving of husbands. 

It’s a shame, because golf is a game for relaxing 
(as Amateur Champion Harvie Ward pointed out in 
PARADE, May 12). It’s also a game that should help 
keep couples together, since golf is one of the few 
sports that women can play with their husbands and 
not be hopelessly out-powered. 

A great many husbands, actually, would want thei: 
wives to come golfing with them — if the women just 
used a little feminine sense. First of all, you should 
know how to play the game. If your husband shoots 
less than 100, I'd recommend that you take at least six 
hours of lessons from a qualified professional befor 
you venture on a course with him. 

No pro, of course, is going to make you a champion 


-— or even a good golfer — after only six hours. But 


at least you won't give your husband apoplexy b\ 
flubbing every shot. 

Whatever you do, don’t take the lessons from you: 
husband. Just as when husbands try to teach thei: 
wives to drive a car, what usually results is the heat o! 
anger instead of the light of knowledge. 

Even after you know the game, however, don't harp 
at your husband to take you with him every time l« 
goes on a course. Men, sad to say, sometimes like to 
play golf alone or with other men. A good rule of 
thumb to follow: Play golf by yourself or with gir! 
friends during week days, and reserve Sundavs 
usually “family day” anyway at mest courses — to: 
playing with your husband. 


No Wolf Whistles, Please 


On the course, make sure you're dressed for golf an«| 
not for the beach. You may get a nice sun-tan by wea! 
ing brief shorts and a halter, but whistles aren't going 
to help your husband concentrate — particularly when 
the whistles are directed at his wife. 

And remember while you're playing that what irri 
tates men most is the turtle-like slowness of wOIRED 
golfers. Here are some speed-up suggestions :

Then there are some “don'ts” : 

Don't be too strict about the rules. Women like to 
follow the rule book to the letter, but men play more 
casually — at least during non-tournament games. So 
when you're with them, do as most of them do and 
look the other way if your husband slyly nudges a ball 
from behind a bush with an educated toe. He'll appre- 


' ciate it. And, after all, it’s his conscience.

If he wants 
to, he will. 

Don't ask the caddy to carry your cosmetics and 
cigarettes. Men think caddies are for more important 
tasks. They're right. 

Don't ever play as your husband's partner in a game 
against another couple. Win or lose, every one of your 
bad shots is a stepping-stone to Reno. 

Don't turn down your husband's offer to give you 
a handicap if he insists on it. But if you then should 
beat him, banish it from your mind and speech for- 
ever, unless he should mention it. Then treat it as one 
big joke. 

Don't ask him out loud, if you're keeping score, how 
many strokes he took on a hole he played poorly. Just 
mark down a respectable number and let him correct 
it in private, if he wants to. But if he plays a hole well, 
then ask him his score — good and loud. 

Never, never tell him what he’s doing wrong. You 
may have perfectly good advice (some women actually

you'll succeed in doing is getting him as mad at you 
as he is at himself.

Illinois Mayor Paul Egan wants to prove: 


‘TM NOT 
A CRACKPOT

AURORA, ILL. 
Probably never before has there been a politician 
like Paul Egan, mayor of this industrial city 35 
miles west of Chicago. He has run for mayor 
twice, and won both times, although he: 

© Wrote a letter to Deputy Premier Anastas 
Mikoyan of Russia in which he claimed free 
speech was dead in the U.S.; 

e Was censured by local churchmen for pro- 
fane language in public speeches; 

e Proclaimed his admiration for Nikolai 
Lenin, founder of Russian Communism 
(though Egan is firmly on record as opposing 
Communism itself — and dictators ); 


@ Charged that various local business leaders 
were trying to keep new industry out of Aurora 
so they could hold down the pay of local 
workers; 

© Claimed that the two main causes of world 
tension are religion and the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers; 

© Labeled both the Democratic and Republi- 
can parties “as bad as” the Communists; 

© Wrote a letter to President Eisenhower 
saying, “If we draft men 55 to 80 for front-line 
service, | think we could end war forever”: 

e Declared that both the U.S. and Russia 
were being run “by crooks, rats and traitors.” 


Despite all this, Paul Egan — a squat, nerv- 
ous, rumpled-looking man of 58 — is widely 
admired here. He was elected with a healthy 
3,000-vote plurality four years ago, topped that 
by 1,000 this spring. Says Paul Kramowski, one 
of those who voted for him in this city of 
57,000: “I support Paul because he’s honest 
and because he’s trying to do something for the 
people in his own way. For‘years the citizens of 
Aurora could never get anything done or find out 
where the tax money went. Sure he’s noisy and 
he uses profane language, which I object to. But 
he figures he has to make noise to get things 
done.” | 

Even his most bitter opponents admit that 
Aurora is a somewhat better city after four 
years under Egan’s rule. Partly because of his 
efforts, three new companies have moved in, 
building plants and hiring local workers. For 
the first time in its history, Aurora can offer its 
children a municipal swimming pool — two, in 
fact. And everyone agrees that Egan hasn't taken 
a dishonest dime out of the mayor's office. 


Call for Peace 


Egan's family traces back to the original set- 
tlers of this area. His grandfather owned land 
in nearby Ottawa, Ill., but lost it by foreclosure 
during the depression of 1873. Paul's father set 
up a livery stable in Ottawa, but it closed down 
when the auto became popular. 

Paul was born in Ottawa, grew up there. After 
World War I — he served briefly in the Ca- 
nadian Army after being rejected as underweight 
by the U.S. — he went to work for the local 
newspaper here, selling advertising space. He 
held that job for 23 years, but never was very 
successful at it. He left in 1941; some people 
here, who have known Egan a long time, think 
that this experience left him with a feeling of 
resentment and bitterness toward many business 


‘interests in the city. 


Egan then became an editor of a shopping 
newspaper. Fired when he ran an editorial call- 
ing for peace in the middle of World War II, he 
set up his own newspaper, the Aurora Econ- 
omist, and immediately became the talk of the 
town. For example, he called one executive “a 
waterboy” for his company’s president. He went 
on to attack most of the city’s prominent people. 
He'd sometimes dig up stories about the seamier 
side of a prominent family, spread the sordid 
details over the front page. 

“It was real venomous stuff,” says a local 
lawyer. “But nobody sued him because he ad- 
vertised openly he had no money.” 

When the paper collapsed — Egan claims 
pressure was put on advertisers — he went to 
nearby Joliet and became an ad salesman for the 
paper there. When he lost that job, he came 
back to Aurora and went on unemployment in- 
surance ($27.50 a week to support a wife and 
five children). 

Egan’s mediocre business record has caused 
some critics to scoff, “He couldn't hold a good 
job.” This deeply hurts Egan, who feels his rug- 
ged individualism made people try to “get” him. 

In any case, he’s certainly been a successful 
politician. Running for mayor in the spring of 
1953, he resurrected the Economist for a couple

of issues. It was his only campaign material — 
but it was a deadly weapon. His “news” columns 
blared statements like these about his opponents: 

e A “tool and victim of political backers.” 

e “Has had his front feet in the trough at 
the city hall for many years.” 

e “Has big money, big machine .. .” 

Egan pulled out all the-stops. He hinted that 
voters were being offered bribes. “Don’t sell your 
soul at this election,” he urged. Without naming 
any names, an Economist headline blasted: 
“Prominent Citizen May Be Stealing a Street 
from Aurora.” Shouted another: “The ‘Boys’ 
Have ‘Fixed’ Everything for the People — to 
Suit Themselves.” 

Sometimes Egan’s zeal gets the better of him. 
Once during a speech on a radio station, he was 
cut off the air because of the saltiness of his 
language. (His earthy speech pains Egan him- 
self and he tries to curb it, but only for short 
periods. He can't help it, he says; “they” — his 
opponents — “provoke me so.” ) 

Egan raised campaign money from the lively 
sale of the Economist but nobody took him too 
seriously till the morning after election. Then it 
was revealed that he had licked three other 
opponents. 

The new mayor was so elated he organized a 
lavish inaugural party. He sent out invitations to 


Sir Winston Churchill, Sir Anthony Eden, Car-

dinal Stritch of Chicago, Bob Hope, Bing Crosby 
and other dignitaries — and seemed genuinely 
surprised when none of them showed up. 

But he soon had more immediate problems. 
The city’s four commissioners —— who run 
Aurora with the mayor — vetoed nearly every 
one of his proposals. Egan vigorously demanded 
new bridges, a new YMCA, a civic auditorium, 
a municipal hospital, better playgrounds, lower 
gas and electric rates.. These changes, pointed 
out the commissioners, would cost millions of 
dollars that Aurora didn’t have. 

Egan countered that loans and higher busi- 
ness taxes would provide the cash, which would 
be returned many-fold as new businesses were 
attracted to a shinier Aurora. The commission- 
ers said no. As a result, most of the weekly city- 
council meetings consisted of Egan making 
grandiose proposals and being greeted by stony 
silences. 


Man with a Lantern 


In some things, though, he took matters into 
be own hands. To stop trucks from rumbling 
own Aurora’s main street toward Chicago, he 
ordered police to reroute the trucks around the 
city. The police refused. (He’s been feuding 
with them since he took office, has fired eight 
police chiefs, all of whom stuck by their badges 
and were backed up by the courts.) So Egan 
grabbed a lantern one night, went out to the out- 
skirts of town, set up a barricade and wigwagged 
the trucks toward the detour. Today, as a result 
of his efforts, the state has set up signs outside 
Aurora indicating an alternate route around 
town. 

There have been other accomplishments. He 
passed the hat publicly for a city-wide spray- 
ing campaign against mosquitoes; it proved so 
popular'that the commissioners themselves now 
agree it was a good idea. 

But Egan has paid for his pugnacity. Citizens 
poured sugar into his gas tank, burned him in 
effigy, shot flaming arrows at his house. “And 
the kids,” he says, “tell my kids their pop is 
crazy.” 

Some of the kids’ elders also think Egan needs 
psychiatric care. It's said openly here. He him- 
self claims that “they” — his. political foes — 
tried to talk Mrs. Egan into having him com- 
mitted to an asylum. They were so convincing,

says Egan, that he skipped town for a week till 
he was sure she wouldn't. 

Mrs. Egan, a soft-spoken ex-librarian 14 years 
younger than her husband, thinks he’s doing 
right; but she deplores the way politics has kept 
him away from his family. She now insists that 
he give up politicking on Sunday and spend the 
day with her and their children, ranging from 
8 to 17. 

The Egans live in a ramshackle, two-story 
frame house that badly needs a new paint job. 
They have two cars, a battered 1946 sedan and 
a 1952 jeep. 

Why does he fight so hard? Says Egan: “It's _ 
a combination of revenge — for the injustices 
that have been done to me — and a genuine 
desire to remedy the bad situations here. For 
over 50 vears-Aurora was in the grip of the saine 
old fat political cats, who wanted to keep Aurora 
as it was for their own profit. I'm not a reformer. 
I just want justice done. Also I want to justify 
myself, to prove I'm not a crackpot. 

“Why do I sound off on international affairs? 
Because our safety depends on not letting Russia 
get ahead, the way our leaders have let them. 
There's a lot of cleaning up that needs to be 
done, here, nationally and internationally. | 
aim to do some of that cleaning up.” 

Then he adds, seriously, “—— provided some- 
one doesn’t shoot me first.” -

FOUR 

YEARS’ 
SCHOOL 
-IN THREE 


by DR. EARL J. McGRATH 


Almost every week, a newspaper article re- 
minds you of America’s shortages of trained 
scientists, teachers, engineers, physicians. 
Articles almost as frequently describe the 
stampede to college. About 30 per cent of high- 
school graduates now continue their education, 
and many colleges already are swamped. Ten 
years from now, the temporary pressure of the 
GI period will have become permanent. 

These are big problems, and we need to 
think about them in revolutionary terms, for 
the nation needs the brainpower involved. We 
need it now. To me, one way to get it would 
be to reduce the number of years in high 
school and college — at least for many stu- 
dents —— from eight to six. 

This is a basic, sweeping solution. In some 
ways it would affect the whole nation, not 
simply the students involved. It might, for in- 
stance, affect everyone’s summer vacation: It 
might require an increase in teachers’ salaries, 
now paid on the basis of a nine-month aca- 
demic year. But the times require us to think 
in terms of the drastic. 

The four-year high school and the four-year 
college deserve a hard look. Why are they 
sacred? Why must every student, regardless of 
intelligence or personality, spend exactly that 
much time in high school and college? 


The College Lockstep 


The answer is: They needn't. There obvi- 
ously is no rational justification for exactly 
four years of each, nor for any other arbitrary 
number of years. These are merely mechanical 
devices for moving students through school 
conveniently. Some communities already have 
established three-year high schools. Clark Uni- 
versity (Worcester, Mass. ) operated on a three- 
year basis for more than 20 years. Yet the 
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system in general has become so rigid that 
students of all ranges of ability march through 
school, matching stride for stride, like troops 
in a military formation. 

For superior students, this lockstep can 
waste as much as two years. When I speak of 
“superior,” I do not mean a handful of gen- 
iuses. | mean at least the upper third of an 
average Clasg. In terms of today’s enrollments, 
several hundred thousand students could re- 
ceive degrees in three years instead of four. In 
terms of tomorrow's estimated 6 million stu- 
dents, it might speed up the careers of a mil- 
lion or more. 

You can see what this would mean. With six 
years of higher education instead of eight, 
graduates would enter the working world 
sooner, easing or even eliminating some of our 
shortages. Valuable classroom space would be 
saved. A little figuring will show, also, a saving 
of several billion dollars in operating costs and 
buildings. 

Recently you may have noticed a few straws 
in the wind. Johns Hopkins School of Medi- 
cine has announced a plan to reduce the num- 
ber of years of medical training from nine to 
seven, producing physicians two years earlier. 
The American Association of Medical Colleges 
has discussed extending the plan nation-wide. 

And the University of Massachusetts re- 
cently announced it would operate on a full, 
year-round schedule — as most colleges do not 

beginning in August, 1958. Said President 
Jean Paul Mather: “We can’t keep asking for 
multimillion-dollar buildings and then let 
them lie idle three months of the year.” The 
present system, he said, is a “hand-me-down 
from an agrarian economy” — that is, when 
students were needed on the farm in summer. 

| know well the objections. But the systém 
| propose has been tried several times on a 


small scale, and all these stock arguments have 
been disproved. At the University of Buffalo, 
Edward S. Jones developed a program in which 
700 students’ careers were accelerated. Some 
pursued college courses after only two years of 
high school. Yet careful studies showed these 
students suffered no more emotional maladjust- 
ments than comparable four-year students. 

A more recent study by the Ford Founda- 
tion confirmed that “accelerated” students feel 
a greater challenge, rise to it with spirit, have 
few complaints about the pace. 

Why, if these studies have shown that such 
4 program will work, hasn't it been adopted 
more widely? One reason is that America long 
has demanded equal educational opportunity 
for all, and somehow this has come to mean 
equal treatment for‘all. But, of course, some 


people are smarter than others; some not quite 
so smart are extra-hard workers; some ex- 
tremely smart ones won't work at all. The lock- 
step makes no allowance for these differences. 

And inertia has blocked change. Alumni 
want the old school to remain what it had al- 
ways been, or they want a great halfback to 
play a full four years. Some educators have 
resisted because redesigning courses and re- 
scheduling programs seem overwhelming ad- 
ditional duties — as they might be, at first. A 
few insist that students need a fourth year of 
high school and of college for “contemplation.” 

And many genuinely feel that a student 
with three years of schooling would be short- 
changed. But I think — and others agree — 
that no student equipped to meet the chal- 
lenge would suffer, provided the switchover 
were made after careful, sober study. 


How to Go About It 


Though we ought to begin now, it is no 
overnight change we are talking about. No one 
could decide that, as of a certain date, all high 
schools and colleges would offer three-year 
programs. Courses would have to be checked 
for vulnerable waste motion, then redesigned 
at a faster pace. Students would have to be 
screened carefully. Teaching methods might 
have to be changed and schedules re-tailored. 

The best approach would be to start from 
scratch. I would like to see a daring foundation 
with interests in education establish several 
experimental six-year schools, where this sort 
of approach could be tested and the difficulties 
ironed out. Many bright youngsters would 
jump at the chance to attend such exciting 
schools. A less expensive, but still productive, 
experiment might be for larger universities to 
set up special three-year programs for superior 
students. Such efforts by colleges should be 
closely correlated with high schools to recruit 
students who fit into this type of program. 

But I said we needed brains now, and these 
are long-range projects. In the meantime, we 
could employ systems that have been used here 
and there, but not widely enough. We could 
allow qualified high-school students to take col- 
lege courses as electives. We could make wider 
use of placement tests, allowing a student 
credit for a course without taking it if he 
could pass an examination. 

We could abolish the custom that no stu- 
dent may take more than 15 weekly hours, 
raising the limit to 20 for at least the upper 
third. As Massachusetts is planning, we could 
operate our colleges full-time the year round. 

The day is not far off when the average 
student will complete—or want to complete— 
at least two years of college. Our high schools 


- and colleges will be flooded. At the same 


time, our increasingly complex society will be 
demanding more and more ‘trained and skilled 
personnel. The result of these demands could 
be chaos in higher education. Our schools 
need to think now — deeply and in terms of 
the basic needs of American society — about 
what they can do to get the most out of stu- 
dents and give them the most in return. eS

“GIRLS. All you have to be is beautiful. 
The job — Monte Proser’s new show for 
Las Vegas. Salary — $200 per week. If 
you can dance . . . great! If you can even 
walk . . . it will help.” 

This advertisement (including details 
of time and place) appeared prominently 
in Los Angeles newspapers not long ago. 
Considering the quantity of likely talent in 
the area, you'd expect it to draw a sizable

turnout. Yet fewer than 35 girls answered 
it. 

Similar ads have been run in New York, 
Chicago and Miami. Again, the response 
has been uniformly slight. 

“It seems,” comments Jules Podell of 
New York's famed Copacabana, “that most 
of the chorus-line girls have switched to 
television or pictures.” 

“The plain truth,” Nils T. Granlund 
(N.T.G.) told me two days before his re- 


cent death, “is that hardly anyone wants 
to become a chorus girl any more.” 

Why? What's happened to the thou- 
sands of girls who once longed to follow 
June Allyson, Betty Grable, Lucille Ball, 
Barbara Stanwyck, Paulette Goddard and 
other such chorus-line graduates? 

If anywhere, the answer can be found 
in Las Vegas, Nev. There more chorus 
girls currently are employed in night 
spots than in any other city —- 200 to 300 
out of a national total of fewer than 900. 
Chorines from everywhere long have held 
Vegas to be the garden spot of the world. 

There they receive $125 to $250 a 
week. They devote relatively little time to 
rehearsals, dress in roomy, modern back- 
stage quarters, get a 50 per cent discount 
on all their meals, appear on stage less 
than three hours a week and know that 
audiences expect very little from them in 
the way of intricate and well-coordinated 
dance routines. They are the most publi- 
cized and photographed chorus girls in 
the country, and Hollywood bigwigs are 
constantly scouting them. 

Despite all this, even Las Vegas has 
trouble attracting top-flight chorines. In

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Even the line girls of Las 
Vegas regard their high-pay 
jobs as only temporary 


interviewing 24 of them, I found only two 
who hoped to make dancing a career. The 
rest were primarily interested in a hus- 
band, money or both. 

“The chorus girls here,” explains Rene 
Molnar, veteran head of the chorines at 
El Rancho Vegas Hotel, “work differently 
from those in New York or Chicago. There 
they dance, then beat it. Here we're hired 
not only to entertain but also to dress up 
the gambling casinos. 

“Seven nights a week we have to remain 
on the premises from 7:30 p.m. to 2:30 
a.m. You see, at the tremendous prices 
they pay for big names in Vegas, there’s 
no profit in entertainment. It’s just used 
as a drawing card. The profit comes from 
gambling. 

“One of our jobs is to make gambling 
attractive. A guy gambling with a pretty 
girl at his side is usually in a better mood 
than one who's stag. He’s more generous, 
more easy-going, more likely to risk his 
dough.” 
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Las Vegas girls. They are selected more for looks than for dancing ability. 


In Las Vegas this time-honored practice 
of chorus girls escorting gaming guests 
before, between and after shows is known 
as “mixing.” With or without managerial 
urging, practically all line girls “mix.” 

Listen to Sylvia Jannette, a tall, curva- 
ceous chorine at the Dunes. 

“After I finish my first show,” Sylvia 
says, “I come out and sit in the cocktail 
room. That’s where most of the girls sit. 
Sometimes a man will come over and say, 
‘May I buy you a drink?’ or maybe the 
club-owner will introduce a friend of his 
from Texas. Next thing, the man from 
Texas says he would like to try his luck at 
the dice table. 


It’s Better Than Dancing 


“Naturally, I am very agreeable, be- 
cause if he is what we call ‘a live one’ 
here, he'll buy a bunch of chips and say, 
This little stack is for you.’ Or maybe he 
will just gamble himself and bring me 
along for cémpany. If he wins, maybe he 
will give me two or three $10 chips as 
souvenirs. Maybe, if he loses, I get noth- 
ing. Anyway, going around with a man 
from table to table, drinking and eating 
and talking with him — this is what we 
call mixing.” 

Do the girls like it? Most of them find 
it infinitely more rewarding than their 
stage work. “Mixing gives us a chance,” 
one of them told me, “to meet men.” 


The result may or may not be profitable. 
Sylvia Jannette claims that in three Las 
Vegas months she earned only $90 extra. 
Maggie McGuire, another line girl, re- 
cently took in $7,500 in one night. “This 
playboy from Oklahoma — he struck it 
real rich at the craps table. Said I was 
lucky for him. We split the loot.” 

Other girls also have gotten lucky 
breaks. When the Tropicana, Vegas’ new- 
est hostelry, opened this past April, one 
of the stockholders slipped a girl $200

worth of chips. She ran it up to $8,500, 
then bought drinks for the house. With 
the remainder she purchased a mink stole 
and 100 shares of General Electric. 

When Sheree North worked as a chorus 
girl at the Flamingo in Vegas, she always 
made it a point to wear a bathing suit be- 
neath her evening gown. Sooner or later 
some tipsy citizen would say, “I'll give 
you a hundred bucks, girlie, if you'll dive 
into the pool, clothes and all.” Sheree 
would jump in, swim across, climb out 
and claim her swag. 

The average line girl in Las Vegas is 23, 
divorced, with a child somewhere. She is 
not particularly happy or adjusted to her 
exotic environment, and usually moves on 
in about nine months. She has little hope 
of being tapped for Hollywood or TV star- 
dom. (Only one Vegas chorus girl, Sheree 
North, has hit the top rung of the movie 
ladder and stayed there.) Why then does 
she sign up in the first place? 

“Usually,” says Joyce Roberts, head of 
the Riviera line, “it’s because Vegas pays 
the best salaries.” 

Adds Rene Molnar, “Most of these girls 
are running away from themselves or an 
unhappy marriage. They use Vegas as a 
place to mark time. Talk to any of them. 
You'll find it’s true.” 

I chose Laurie Summers, a baby-faced 
blonde of 21 from Los Angeles. How had 
she become a line girl? Had she gone to 
dancing school? Had she ever wanted to 
become a show-business star? 


A Dancer in One Week 


“No,” she said. “It wasn’t like that at 
all. I got married when I was 17. We were 
high-school sweethearts. After a while I 
had a baby. Then my marriage began to 
go on the rocks. We decided on a divorce, 
so I came to Vegas to get it. One night, the 
fellow who owns the hotel saw me here 
and offered me a job. All I had to do was 
rehearse for a week. It sounded real excit- 
ing. Besides, I meeded the money. I've 
been here about eight months now, and I 
guess it’s okay.” 

Had she any plans for the future? 

“Well, you know we have to work seven 
nights a week here. They stick us in little 
cubby holes with nothing but a bed and a 
dresser — no TV, even. The idea is to 
keep the rooms so uncomfortable that we 
have to get out and mix with the guests. 
So I'm thinking of going down to Mexico 
City when I get through here. I understand 
they're just crazy about blondes there.” 

Would Laurie recommend the job of 
chorus girl to any of her friends? 

“Not if they could do something else,” 
she declared. “Vegas is supposed to be the 
best spot in the country for chorus girls 
— but even so, it’s a tough life.” 

And right there you have the answer to 
the current shortage of chorines in Amer- 
ica. It’s a tough life. Too tough. *

LL HIS LIFE, Jerry Lewis-has devoted himself to the business of making people 
laugh. He has been highly successful at it. Watching his zany antics, it's hard 


to believe that he has a sober side. 
But he has—his ambition is to become 
a serious director and producer. 

Jerry is a child of show business. 
He was born March 16, 1926, in New- 
ark, N.J., the only child of Mona and 
Danny Lewis, night club entertainers. 
From as far back as he can remember, 
he wanted te be a comic. While at- 
tending high schoo! in Irvington, N.J., 
he worked up a pantomime act which 
he did to a background of recordings, 
His success with the act at a hotel in 
Loch Sheldrake, N.Y.. when he was only 
16 brought him to the attention of 
several New Yotk promoters, and he 
was booked professionally in New York 
City.

FOUR YEARS LATER, in 1946, while 
playing at the 500 Club in Atlantic 
City, Jetry met another entertainer, 
Dean Martin, who was a singer on the 
same bill. They decided to team up, 
then and there. The club manager op- 
posed the idea but they finally won him 
over. After spending a whole day try- 
ing to write an act, without any luck, 
they made an “ad lib" appearance 
that night, Jerry creating general con- 
fusion while Dean sang. They were an
